The story of the film begins in Mexico with Aianna Ubach's character Mama 
Imelda Rivera, watching her husband leave the family, so he can go write, 
and perform music. He never returns, so she forbids her family to ever play 
music again. Her daughter Coco, then ages and has children of her own. 
Alanna's character eventually has a great-great grandson named Miguel, 
and the story follows his love of music, and his keeping secrets from his 
family. He is learning to play music, and he wants to play for a talent contest. 
He then finds a old picture of his great-great grandfather, and the guitar that 
the grandfather is holding is a famous guitar owned by a famous musician 
named Ernesto de la Cruz. 

Without a guitar Miguel tries to take the famous guitar from the tomb of the 


celebrity. But he finds himself in the land of the dead. He then learns he 
must get a family members blessing so that he can return to the real world. 
He then meets Alanna's character. She agrees to send him home only if he 
gives up music, he says no, and decides to try and get the blessing from his 
dad. 

Miguel risks his life to stay and try to get the blessing of the famous singer 
Ernesto, but along the way he meets Hector a musician that once played 
with Ernesto. Hector agrees to help, if Miguel puts his picture up on the wall 
so people will remember Hector, when Miguel returns to the real world. After 
many adventures Ernesto, and Hector have a disagreement, and Miguel and 
Hector are imprisoned. Alanna's character then has to help Miguel and 
Hector, and near the end of the film she sings the song "La Llorona" {The 
Weeping/Crying Woman} in a duet with Ernesto {Antonio Sol} as the boy and 
Hector escape. 

The film has a surprise reversal ending, and Alanna and her husband forgive 
each other, and Miguel is then allowed to return home, and continue playing 
music. Miguel returns home, and sings the song he learned from his great- 
great grandfather, and that wakes grandma Coco from dreary sleep like 
condition. The family then accepts Miguel and his musical abilities. 

The song that Alanna Ubach sings is a duet with Antonio Sol, it is about a 
legendary ghost character named "The Weeping/Crying Woman" {La 
Llorona}. In the song's story, she is crying for her lost children, and seeing 
her cry makes other people cry. The entire song is sung in Spanish, and their 
are various versions of the song, and the legend, that have been released 
through the years. The lyrics are listed as 'Traditionai", or as folk songs, with 
the lyrics not being owned by anyone.

For her first podcast/video series Senta Moses was "Over My Head", and 
then later she showed viewers movies "As I see It". But in her newest series 
she goes "Up Call Sheets Creek" {Without a Paddle}. But don’t worry she 
has help, for this first episode of her new audio podcast, she is joined by her 
husband. 
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This is a image showing various moments that Senta Moses-Mikan shared 
about her new podcast, as wells as a image of her, and her husband Joe 
Mikan. 

Senta's new podcast is called "Up Call Sheets Creek", a parody of a old 
English phrase "Up the {Haslar} Creek Without a Paddle". It had a Royal 
Hospital in Haslar (1762-2009}, in its early days, the patients arrived at the 
hospital by boat, and were not allowed to leave. In some cases it is said that 
the patients tried to escape through the sewer. The phrase is sometimes 
said as "Up S**t{s} Creek, Without a Paddle" for that reason. Her podcast 
was originally uploaded to "Liberated Syndication”, and available through 
various other websites like iTunes. It was released on October 2, 2017, it is 
32 minutes, and 35 seconds in length. 

Senta's tag line for the show is "My goal for this podcast is to interview one 
person from every position on a TV/Film call sheet."

The podcast begins with Senta explaining her idea for the podcast, and 
wanting to interview one person, pre job on the film/television production's 
"Call Sheet". She explains that it lists every person that is required for that 
days filming, and when they need to be in the studio. She then asks the 


viewers to rate the podcast, and give them feedback, or as most podcasters 
say, "Rate and Review 1 ', so other people can find the podcast. 

Senta then at 0:40 introduces this first episode, and her husband Joe Mikan. 
She lists various television shows he has edited, such as "Jay Leno's 
Garage 1 , "Ax Men", "Ice Road Truckers' 1 , "Storage Wars", the film "Boned". 

At 0:56 Joe is heard, and Senta then explains that he is her husband. She 
then asks him, "you are a editor, what exactly do you do?" He then tells how 
he is a story teller, and helps to move the story along, by finding the best 
moments, and putting them into a certain order. He explains that he can 
sometimes change the order of scenes, so that some information is seen 
earlier, and at other times, later in a show. 

Senta then at 1:50 asks Joe when he's gotten a job, how he begins each 
day. He talks about meeting the people he will be working for, and trying to 
find out what they want in editing of a story. 

Next at 2:45 Senta asks Joe what he looks for in the video he is given. He 
then talks about how each scene needs to tell a part of the story. He 
explains some scenes can move too slow, or too fast, and the length of a 
scene can be shortened, or moments form before, or later in the story, can 
be added into a scene, to better help the viewer understand the story better. 
He then says that a co-worker of his Joe Walker says; "Manipulating time is 
a Super Power that editors have". Senta then jokes about him wanting a 
super hero cape for Christmas. 

Then at 4:05 Senta asks what he most looks for in the footage he is given. 
Joe says he looks for the best performances by the actor, for each line of 
dialogue. Senta then says that she has heard that the actors roles are "made 
or broken, in the editing room 1 '. Joe then mentions how in a scene with two 
people on a date, how the actors can be seen in closer images, and farther 
away shots depending on if the characters are becoming more friendly, or 
beginning to loose interest in each other. Senta then talks about how she 
herd him talk about adding additional moments to the scenes, like if one of 
the people had a gun under the table, and when that is shown. Joe says he 


learn that from Alfred Hitchcock, about creating suspense. Joe then gives a 
example of a scene with people playing cards, and a bomb below the table 
goes off. He says it can be made more suspenseful depending on when the 
bomb is shown. 

Then at 6:46 Senta then asks about the time changing moments, how the 
viewers will see the end of a movie, and then the story will go back, and 
show how the characters got to that point. Or how instead of showing one 
person’s story, and then another person’s story, the editor can interchange 
between the two stories, so they seem to be happening at the same time, in 
different locations. He then mentions that these changes all need the 
director's approval. 

At 7:42 Senta asks about reality television, and how that is different then 
editing a story. Joe talks about how for a 6 minute scene there can be 10 
hours of footage from various camera angles, and he compares it to 
"chipping away at the ice block, until the sculpture remains." 

Senta then at 8:36 talks about the story of reality television. Joe explains the 
emotional, drama, and a story arc moments are needed, and "People love to 
hate characters." Joe says that this part of editing is "like a giant puzzle, 
where all of the pieces have been dumped out on the table, and the box with 
the picture thrown away." Senta gives a example of a character needing to 
pay their bills, and the editor trying to find moments when that could be the 
focus of a scene. Joe then mentions how this can be enhanced by interview 
sections, that the participants talk about what they were feeling at the time. 

At 10:46 Senta asks Joe how he got started in video editing. Joe explains 
that when he was little, he used two VCRs {Video Cassette Recorders} to 
play and record various scenes from movies, and re-edit them. He then talks 
about giving a report at school about a gangster criminal named Al Capone. 
Joe had used scenes from the movie "The Untouchables" in his speech. He 
then mentions how his mom got married a television editor, and Joe got to 
go to watch him work. Joe got to see his first Avid video editor system. Joe 
then talks about how he was shown how to use the equipment, which cost 


about $1000,000. He was left alone with it for a few hours, and "by the time 
he came back, to the bay {editing room} to check on me, I knew what I 
wanted to do for the rest of my life". He then talks about immediately finding 
a school to learn editing. He then talks about getting his fist job on the "Big 
Urban Myth Show" (2002-2004) as editor while still in school, however 
having to work at half the regular pay that the shows editors received. {It was 
a show similar to the "MythBusters" (2003-present) television show, and the 
segments of Beakman's World "Myth Busters" (1992-1998) starting in 
season 1 of Beakman's World.} He then talks about how he got jobs by 
people referring him to other companies that needed his services, and he 
doesn't remember ever having to submit a job application. 

Next at 16:12 Senta asks about sound editing. Joe says that music and 
sound effects can also create emphasis. He then talks about the show "Ice 
Road Truckers" and how they had semi-trailer trucks {18 wheelers}, drive out 
onto the ice. Then unload the trucks, to build a drill to search for oil in the 
ocean. He talks about how the trucks were noisy, and none of that audio is 
usable, and that it needed to be replaced. He helps to add the sound effects 
of the ice, and the music to add suspense. He then talks about adding the 
interview sections into the story. Senta also mentions that it is usually the 
show's producer asking the questions, to fill in holes in the narrative. Senta 
then mentions that at times, a editor tries to use the words someone is 
saying in a changed, or altered way, to make a person seem to say 
something, that was not meant. He says this style of editing is called a 
"Frankenbite" because it usually uses audio from various parts of the 
interview, piecing together words that were not meant to go together. He 
says that it is not needed much for scripted show, but for reality television, it 
is sometimes needed to tell the point of view in a more concise way. Senta 
then jokes about if she sounds smarter then she really is, it is because Joe 
has frankenbiten the podcast together. Joe then explains that if a person's 
mouth is not seen in a scene, the audio that is being used probably isn’t 
meant to go there, and that is called "Cheating". Senta then mentions that 
Joe told her, when they were watching a unnamed movie, that the actor 


could be seen in a mirror, and wasn't saying any lines of dialogue. Senta 
was amazed. 

Then at 21:22 Senta asks if Joe can watch and enjoy a movie, without 
noticing those editing techniques. He says that he can enjoy a movie. He 
then talks about a editor named Walter Murch, and the book "In the Blink of 
an Eye: A Perspective on Film Editing 1 '. He then mentions that in the book 
Walter talks about how a movie is like a dream, and the viewer sees the 
things in a randomized way that is not real. Joe then mentions that he has 
forgotten about the editing about 10 minutes into the movie. He calls editing 
"The invisible art". 

Senta at 22:45 asks about if there are any rules to editing. Joe says there 
are 2, "don’t be boring", and "don’t be confusing". Senta jokingly says those 
are rules for life as well. She then asks him what makes a bad editor. Joe 
says that a editor, that cuts without a reason. She then asks what could get a 
editor fired from a job. Joe says it is cutting it in their own way, without 
thinking about the people they are editing for. They need to adapt to a new 
style, if the show is already being released. Senta then asks about how 
many hours the job requires. Joe says that they are 10-14 hours a day, 
sometimes 6 or 7 days a week. 

At 25:26 Senta asks Joe about the show "Jay Leno's Garage", he says he is 
the supervising editor, and he takes over after a team of editors have already 
cut the show from a rough, and fine cut, of the show before he gets it from 
them, and makes the final cut. He says his part usually takes a week to 
complete. Senta then mentions how comedy can become dull after you have 
heard the same joke many times, and Joe says that is a situation that he has 
to deal with often. He explains that, he tries to remember how he felt when 
he first heard the joke, when he is editing, Senta asks if he makes notes 
while watching. Joe says that editors will make "Selects" moments that are 
the best moments that they want to use in the show. 

Next at 28:00 Senta asks if there are any warnings that Joe would like to 
give to new editors, to help them avoid hazards that the job might have. Joe 


says that he was working on a show, and he hadn't saved his editing, and 
there was a fire on the companies server, and he had to start all over, and he 
learned to save his work every day. 

At 30:20 Senta asks if he has any projects that he would like to tell the 
listeners about. Joe talks about "Jay Leno’s Garage", and when the new 
episode will be broadcast. He, and Senta then talk about the show, how it is 
not just about cars, and that there is humor, and that it focuses on the people 
that drive the vehicles, and it usually has celebrity guest stars. {Okay 
where’s the Beakman's World special episode? Imagine three female lab 
assistants, Beakman, various cars speeding around, and a Ratmobile.} He 
then mentions how Vice President Joe Biden, made a guest appearance on 
the show with a Corvette. He talks about how both the President, and Vice 
President, are not allowed to drive themselves, while they are in their job. 

For that episode they had to go to a special United States Secret Service 
location to film that episode. Joe then mentions how Biden and another 
politician Colin Powell drag raced their cars. Senta then thanks him for the 
interview, saying it was her favorite interview. Senta then asks the listeners 
to rate and review the podcast.

This is a series of screenshots from a video by Eliza Jane Schneider, it is a short 
segment of her one woman theatrical production called "Freedom of Speech", in which 
she tells the story of 25 people she meet while traveling across the country. She tells 
their story and recreate their voice, mannerisms, and performs as if she were them, 
and she were their interviewing them. Her goal in this journey was to record the local 
dialects of English from as many different people as possible. Or as she writes in the 
video's description; "born of her hypothesis that dialects?residual phonemes-- are the 




only archeological dig the kids of America have. What began as a World Arts and 
Cultures thesis project at UCLA and evolved through various cocoons as "Road Trip" 
and "USA 911" emerges as a jarring sociopolitical manifesto, Freedom of Speech." In 
this segment she tell the story of Anne Peets, and elderly woman. The video uploaded 
to YouTube on August 24, 2017, it is 3 minutes and 02 seconds in length. This is just 
one of the segments from her show "Freedom of Speech", which will hopefully be 
available soon on DVD.

The video begins with various recorded voices from her travels, as Eliza prepares for 
the next character, she removes a Military Funeral Flag from a bag, as she is seen 
doing so her hands can be seen shaking with old age. She then places it on a storage 
chest. The voices then change into that of Anne Peets, and Eliza on stage then takes 
over, talking about how people love to tell stories. She then talks about Mississippi, and 
the writer {William} Faulkner. As she does this she puts on a dress like apron, she then 
explains that 'Tve been in love with that man for 17 years, and I still don't know what in 
the hell he's talking about {in his stories and poems}”. 

At 0:48 Anne then asks if Eliza is driving a Ambulance. As Anne moves a chair across 
the stage, she then talks about how her husband had recently died. Then about how 
the sorrow did not set in for a few weeks, and then she began to break down and cry, 
then developed a rash, which after a biopsy was found to be stress related. She also 
talks about her other medical health, when she then had a heart attack, and shortly 
after that, she had a Retinal Detachment. She then says "1 think its just, you know, grief 
eating away at my body, taken out on me... Physically". She then says that it has been 
4 weeks and she is now back at work, and she wants Eliza to ask her some questions. 
She then mimes stirring a cup of coffee, and placing it on a imaginary table 

Next at 2:30 Anne talks about how southerners {People from the Southern parts of the 
United States} are often said to use bad grammar, but she says most people there use 
it correctly, and that educated people just use proper grammar, but in a different way. 
She then compares that, to how New Yorkers {people from New York} pronounce 
words. 




The video ends at 2:53 with text saying; "Freedom of Speech by Eiiza Jane Schneider".

In the song she 
explains that in many people, and seemingly in the world, there is ’No Mercy 1 for people 
that are suffering. 

0:05:14 - 0:10:38. Outside, cover version of a song by Dan Montgomery. Julie talks 
about the theme of Dan's album "Rosetta, please (a love story)", and that this song 
turns the point of view from the guy, to what the women is feeling. 

0:12:44 - 0:16:26. A Sad Clown, title track on her forth coming new album, "A Sad 
Clown". For this song Sergio Webb plays a banjo. The song is about a woman giving 
her child advise about work, and the troubles she went through before finding the job 
she currently has, which makes her 'A Sad Clown'. 

0:18:54 - 0:24:02. Exile on Myrtle Beach, cover version of a song by Darrin Bradbury. 
The song is about a person that goes through a hard time in their life, and finds 
themselves at Myrtle Beach, they even compare themselves to Charlie Chaplin. It also 
mentions Andy Kaufman and his Elvis Presley impersonations. 

She then says that she went to Myrtle Beach herself and wrote the next song. 


0:24:40 - 0:27:26 Honey, Let's go to Town {Would Not Take Me There}. In the song she 
talks about traveling around the country but seemingly always being just outside of 
town. She then talks about going to a theme park and mentions the things she liked, 
and didn't like there. She then talks about going how the one thing she wants it to go to 
town. 

0:28:34 - 0:32:12. Burning Star, cover version of a song by Tim Easton. She says Tim 
wrote the song about Townes van Zandt. Julie says she never got to see Townes van 
Zandt. It is about a singer that is a "Burning Star" but slowly finding their way to 
becoming ashes, burnt out. It talks about the hard and fast life that the Burning Star will 
endure. 

0:33:50 - 0:38:04. Like Nothing Hurts, about the "Pulse" nightclub. For this song Sergio 
Webb plays accordion. In the song Julie talks about the troubles of other people, and 
how terrible things sometimes happen. She doesn't want to complain about her life. So 
then she pretends that nothing hurts her. 

Julie talks about playing the songs in the order that she has been listening to the 
recordings for the new album, and that sometime the order in which the songs will 
appear on the album can get mixed up, when placing one song next to another. 

0:38:58 - 0:43:08. Cold Tennessee Rain, {not to be confused with the song of the same 
name by P.J. Brunson.} The song is about a woman that wakes up to find 'Cold 
Tennessee Rain 1 , and that her lover has gone, so she blames the rain, for her bad day. 
But she knows that she will have to face her troubles. 

Julie then jokes about needing a "Get out of Jail Free" card, because this next song is 
a prison song. 

0:44:30 - 0:49:48. Vienna, Illinois, a song about a prison in that town. She talks about a 
person that doesn't come to visit her, in this town's prison, and how she got put into the 
prison. Near the end she tries to hit a high note, and she stops and laughs, before 
continuing. 

At 0:50:00 - 01:13:00 There is a intermission. 

At about 0:52:50 Julie gets close to the camera, and says they are going to leave it 
running. She then shows a painting, by her husband John Henry Diehl. 

At 1:00:10 Julie comes in front of the camera again and says "Thank You for joining 
us." 




Next at 1:07:32. Julie returns to the stage's microphone, and says; "Just to let you 
known we also take Square for donations. I have a donation button for Square 
{SquareUp}. So if you don't have cash tonight, to give us. I have... I have the 
technology.

Arneil for hosting the event at his furniture store/art gallery, "Unique Custom Furniture, 
Room 62". She then says what he creates, she calls Footurniture. She also mentions 
the ink art around the room was made by Yobi Boniese. She then mentions her 
husbands painting, and then thanks her band-mates Sergio, and Chris. 

While tuning her guitar at 1:10:32 Julie talks about how she wrote this next song with 
Laura Mayo on her back porch. Then explains that she still needs to tell Laura that the 
song will be on Julie's new album. Then a audience member asks Julie which string is 
the hardest to tune, Julie jokingly says "My heart strings". 

01:13:00 - 1:16:58. Slow Blue Fly. In the song Julie talks about a fly that was trapped in 
room, and then gets to fly out and see the world. After wanting to have new 
experiences, she finds that everything she knew has turned to stone. She then finds all 
her dreams are getting old, and she could use some new dreams. 

At 1:17:10 Julie asks if anyone had watch from "Saturday Night Live" the day before, 
and saw the humorous music video 'Come Back, Barack'. She then parodies the song, 
and mentions the singer "Chance the Rapper". Julie then talks about how she heard 
that Leonard Cohen had died. As she waits for Sergio, she jokes and says he must 
have thought they were going to play 'Come Back, Barack’, she then parodies the song 
again. One of the audience members suggest that would make a great bonus track 
song, for her new album. She says her next song would be a answer to that one. 

1:19:04 - 1:23:20. Anything Like Home, a song she wrote for the 2017 Women's March 
on Washington D.C. The video featured various old photographs, and mentions that it 
was also written about the results of the 2016 Presidential election. 

Before the next song Julie says her mom was originally going to come to the show, and 
presumably wasn't able to come. She mentions that in this next song her mom's home 




town, Moline Iowa is mentioned. 

1:24:30 - 1:28:24. Sunday, this seems to be a song she wrote about her younger days. 
It is about what she and her parents would do on Sundays, and then she tries to 
visualize those moments. 

Julie then talks about the new album being acoustic, with her, Sergio, Chris, and Jeff 
Turmes, playing the majority of the instruments. She also hopes that maybe Dave 
Moore will also play on the album. 

1:30:10 - 1:35:12. Hold On, cover version of a song by Kathleen Brennan and Tom 
Waits. It talks about a guy and woman falling in love, they get married, but then it falls 
apart. She is then mentioned to be outside a store, she is dancing alone, thinking about 
the olden days. At these various times she is reminded of what they used to say, about 
holding on and taking each other's hand. 

1:35:52 - 1:39:32. The Sun, written by Julie Christensen, with Mary Barrett-Rragg, Julie 
says she can't play this song very well, and it might not get put on the new album. The 
song is about a woman that remembers her lover, and how good things were for a 
while, and it seemed that the sun was shining on their relationship. But then the 
darkness eventually came on the relationship. 

1:41:28 - 1:44:05. Sailing {Am [ Getting Through} Written by Julie Christensen, Sergio 
Webb, and John Hadley. The song is about sailing through life, without any difficulties, 
and that trusting in the stars would take her to a new destination. 

The song ends with Sergio sneezing, then Julie laughs. She then thanks her band- 
mates Sergio Webb, and Chris Tench, and the audiences for coming to see them. She 
then picks up the camera and says thank you to the camera, she then shows two 
friends Louise and Charlie. She then points the camera at herself and says "Thank You 
so much".

The video begins with the Beakman's World logo displayed over 3 screens, than the 
center screen switches to a view of Beakman. The background for the Paul Zaloom, 
and the logo, their is a computer generated illustration of a brain. 

Beakman introduces himself, and then makes a joke about how he has a brain "lies" 
{lays there} under all that hair, and because of the double meaning of the word he also 











jokes about it doesn't lie, but "it always tells the truth". He then tries to find his brain by 
pocking around in his hair. As Beakman is searching for his brain the video of him goes 
to the right side monitor. 

He then says, "Yo Bill, have you seen my brain around {here}?" Paul/Beakman's 
segment immediately follows a a segment by Bill Nye, in which he also discusses the 
brain, while holding a replica brain. Then from off screen a brain replica is thrown to 
him like a rugby football. He then describes it as "The most precious and powerful 
organ in your body." {The word "organ" also has a double meaning as a musical 
instrument, and as a body part." Then along the other two screens a illustration of the 
human head, in profile view, shows where the brain is located in the head. He then 
talks about how it is important to protect the brain, and to fill it with knowledge. 

The screens then shift again, and Beakman is seen in the middle screen. Then he talks 
about how kids shouldn't drink alcohol, because it could do "permanent damage" to the 
brain. He then jokes about "permanent" being a long time, and looking at his watch.

The video begins with Eliza still wearing the dress/apron when she was performing as 
the Anne Peets character. In the new voice of New York accented, Jewish lady named 
Ida she asks if she can start talking about herself. She then says how she was born in 
New York City's Lower East Side. She talks about her family also living in that area, 
and that when she was growing up it was a lot safer in the city. She next talks about 
how there were various ethnicities ail living in the same area, calling it "One big, large 
family". While she does this she mimes washing something and then draping it over a 
trash can. She then talks about when she was young and went to Coney Island, and 
that everyone was nice there also, saying that "everyone just go along with everyone". 
"But you have to be careful, in this day and age." 

At 1:00 she begins talking about places she's been to, such as Europe, Israel, and 
Florida. She then talks about specking Europe, Israel, and Florida and gives a 
example. She then tells Eliza to eat, the food which was placed before her. Eliza then 
talks about how she was a vegetarian for 8 years, and was given a large bowel of 
Matzah Balls {Matzo Balls}, and a corned beef sandwich. She explains that she ate the 
entire thing because she didn't want Ida to stop talking. 

Then at 1:40 Ida explains that she once meet Stephen Sondheim, she told him that she 
had preformed in one of his theatrical plays, "West Side Story", she played the part of 
Anita. Eliza then sings parts of "A Boy Like That", "America" songs from the play, 
singing as Ida, performing as Anita. Afterward she asks how well her Puerto Rican 
accent was spoken, in the play the character of Anita is from Porto Rico. 

The video then ends with the logo, of her one woman show. "Freedom Of Speech, by 
Eliza Jane Schneider". This entire performance is supposed to be released on DVD 
soon. For her indiegogo, campaign to raise funds for the documentary "The Woman of 
A Thousand Voices", she was selling the DVD of "Freedom Of Speech" for $25.

{A wolf howls.} 

Herb: Hey Don, I've been thinking. 

Don: Be careful doing that, you don't have much practice. 

Herb: Ha, ha very funny. I was wondering about this pole over here. It says "South 
Pole", but is it the magnetic South Pole? 

Don: Well there is one way to check, go over to it, and see if the remote adheres to it. 

Herb: Gosh, that's intelligent, I wish I would have thought of that, i'll just waddle over 
their, and check. 

Don: Old age must be catching up with you, I see a limp in your waddling. 

Herb: Nah, that's just because i collided the footstool last night, when the night light 
went out. I'm giad it finally turned light out this morning after 6 months of darkness. 
Wow, look the remote is sticking to the pole, that must mean this pole is the Magnetic 
South Pole. 

Don: Either that, or the magnet which we put on the back of the remote, is sticking to 
the metal of the pole. {Don leans forward, and holds up a book.} This book says the 
magnetic pole moves around ail the time, so that can't be it. Why don't we ask the nice 
people over there at that polar station if they know, what kind of pole this is. 

Herb: Where'd that station come from? 

Don: it's always been there, it's just been behind that hill, and now that the snow has 
melted, and it's no longer night, we can see it.

{Opening credits to Beakman's World, are then shown.} 

{Fade in: Josie pulling a bag of mail across the floor.} 

Josie: That rat is getting lazier every day. He knows these letters belong in the spinning 
drop cage. 

{Just then a loud series of alarms begin to wail. She drops the bag were it is, walks 
over to a fire extinguisher, and pulls it away from a door. She pulls the bar, and unlocks 
the knobs, and then opens the door.} 

Josie: Hey, you finally made it, so glad you arrived safely. I hope your journey from 
Brazil was enjoyable. Beakman is hanging around here somewhere. Let me call him... 
Hey! Beakman, the kids are here! {Her voice echoes through the building, as if it were 
a cave, the guests cringe, from the loudness of her voice.} 

{The guest were, 3 children, with one parent each dressed in a similar costume as their 
child, and a large nanny named Nana. Liza appears from the inside of the door frame, 
looking out at the children, at a 45 degree angle.} 

Liza: Hi guys, and gals. Glad you could make it here, Beakman is busy at the moment, 
but we're glad your here. Say, those are great "Lester" type rat ears you got on your hat 
Zeca. We're glad you dressed for the occasion, nice green laboratory coat Biba. Nice to 
see you again also Pedro, do you have a special Beakman themed surprise? 

Maca: Those are our parents' names. I am Maca, that's short for McDonald, that's 
Baba short for Barbara, and that's Sancho-Esteban he is Pedro's son. 

Sancho-Esteban: Pleased to meet you again Miss Liza. I also have dressed for the 
occasion. 

{He then lifts his hat, showing a Beakman style, large upright hair style. He then lifts off 
the wig, with his other hand, and bows towards her with both his hands out stretched. 
Phoebe then appears at the door looking out of the door, on the opposite side of the 
door from Liza, at another 45 degree angle.} 




Phoebe: Ha! That's 'a hatful! of hairs’, not to be confused with, 'a hat full of hares'. 
Beakman would love it. My hair couldn’t do that it is too curly, it would just poof, and my 
hair would go everywhere. {She then puts both hands in front of her face, and shows 
her hands puffing out like hairs, from the top of her head.} 

Josie: Hares, is another word for rabbits. Like in the magic trick of pulling one, or many 
rabbits from a hat, which is seated on a table. There would usually be a hidden hole in 
the hat, and the table, then the person would pull out the rabbits from under the table. 
Purely amateur magic, which you will find none of here. Once you enter these doors 
you’ll find no magic, only scientific principles at work, and rigorous scientific 
understanding. 

Nana: I heartily agree, no magic, fun, or running wild. Just strict scientific discipline. 
Hello, my name is Nana. I am the children's baby sitter/nanny. 

Biba: Maybe we shouldn’t have brought her, we could look after the children just as 
well, without her. 

Zeca: Nonsense, we should have the chance to look around also, and besides, she's 
not as terrible as you imagine, or remember. She's a sweet old lady. 

Pedro: That's because she always liked you better, you were the youngest. Towards 
the rest of us, she was diabolical, in the way she found boring stuff for us to do, instead 
of having fun. 

Liza: Nana, is your Nanny? As I recall, when I traveled around the world learning 
dialects, the Portuguese word for nanny, or baby-sitter was Baba. Like your nickname 
Baba. 

{Baba then lowers her head, and rolls her eyes feeling a bit disappointed that her name 
was similar in spelling, to the job of the lady that she didn't enjoy being around.} 

Biba: Yes some day she may grow up and be a great baby sitter, and help teach many 
children, similar to how Beakman teaches science. Sadly Nino, and his Uncle Victor 
couldn't come with us. They were busy rearranging the old Castelo at its display at the 
Latin America Memorial. Dr. Victor managed to get the entire Castelo temporarily 
relocated so that many other people could explore its wonders. While they were 
decorating the new Castelo, they were also planning their visit here. Hopefully, they will 
arrive soon. 

Beakman {from off screen}: Don't just keep them standing there, let them in. 




{There is then a loud metal crash, and sliding scraping metai sound.} 

Beakman in a loud amplfied voice, from offscreen: Here he is, the master of 
bewilderment, the solver of the latest conundrums, unraveier of the unbelievable... The 
one, the only, the Beaakkkmann... 

{There is then another loud metallic snapping sound. Followed by another scraping 
sound. As the sound continues, Beakman slides into view near the upper part of the 
doorway. He is hanging upside down. He is wearing a bicycle helmet with hair glued to 
its top, large elbow protective pads, and a electronic belt with various buttons on it. A 
separate scene shows a close-up view of his feet, he is wearing a pair of roller blades, 
with a metal frame connecting the boot, and the wheels. Through the center of both 
frames is a metal bar that is holding Beakman up.} 

Biba: Does he usually introduce, and talk about himself like that? 

Liza: Yeah, usually when we're not around to introduce him, or when he is out on one of 
his science tours. He’s not very good at it. We do a better job, in the rhyming, and 
metaphors department. 

Beakman: That wasn't my best entrance, but I wanted to be here to greet you in a 
memorable way. I had planned to descend straight down while testing these new roller 
blade frames, by hanging them from the crane and gently lowering myself. But that is 
why we have redundant safety devises. 

{He then accidentally taps his belt, there are several beep, and squealing sounds. Then 
there is another scene of the skate frames on the metal bar, the frame is seen sliding to 
one side. Beakman then slides away from the door, and there is another loud snap,

Liza's voice then changes to a high pitched, singing guy r s voice: You heard her, it’s 
time we "Walk this way, and talk this way." {She then imitates Josie, and walks bent 
over dragging one leg.} 

Maca: I like the rap version of the song better, with Run DMC and Aerosmith. 

{The children, their parents, and the nanny, follow Josie, and Liza. To a hot tub looking 
box, with sand in it. There are three soccer balls on the sand, along with some golf 
balls, a bowling ball, and some plastic shovels, and buckets. Liza helps the children to 
climb into the sand box.} 

Liza: I'm sure you'll have fun in here, while your waiting for Beakman. 

Baba: Not to be rude, but we are older then three years of age, and we can’t do much 
with dry sand. {She then lifts a handful of sand, and it falls through her fingers.} If it was 
wet we could at least sculpt it, or make some sand castles. 

Josie: Would you look at that a "Handful of Sand", Julie Christensen would love that. 
She was in a band called "Divine Horsemen", and the album also had a musical album 
called "Handful of Sand". I meet her way back in the second episode of Beakman's 
World. The band had broken up, and she was performing with Rita Valente, as "The 
Step-Sisters". Ahhh those younger days... 

Sancho-Esteban: I must agree with Baba, this big lump of sand isn’t of much use 
unless we want to bury something, or get it wet. {He then hits it with his fist, showing 
how little it moves, when he just presses on the sand.} 

Josie: Oh, you want something more similar to water? I think we can help out with that. 
Can’t we Liza? 

Liza: Yeah, I think you’ll be quite surprised with what will happen in this sand. {Liza and 
Josie then look at each other, and smile mischievously.} 

Maca: Wait a minute! Your not going to pour water on us, or something like that, while 
we are in here, are you? I remember hearing there was a television show here in the 
USA, where they dropped water, and slime on unknowing children. 

Beakman, limping a little, walks over: That was a Canadian television show called "You 




Can't Do That On Television". It did give us a reason not to say things like, "I don't 
know". For fear of being slimed. {He then carefully looks upward, to make sure no slime 
will fall on him.} Instead of saying... Those words. We should be asking, how we can 
find out what is happening. 

Nana: Yes, this is the way children should play, no mess, no expensive toys. Only the 
essentials. With the proper discipline, and self control, children can have all the fun 
they like. Within limitations of course. (She then places her hand, affectionately on 
Beakman’s shoulder.} 

Beakman: Thanks for reminding me about the mess, everybody quickly put on your 
safety goggles. 

{Josie, and Liza put on their safety goggles, and quickly step away from the sand 
box/hot tub. Phoebe then walks over, and gives the children each a pair of goggles.} 

Maca: As if we already don't look silly enough, sitting in a sand box. Why do we have to 
wear safety goggles. Why, why, why? 

Parents, and the other two children: Because Maca... 

{The screen then turns to white, with black dots. Fade in from white, to the South Pole, 
with Don and Herb in front of the television.} 

Herb: What happened, Don? 

Don: I don't know, perhaps we lost the signal, or the satellite dish has broken down. 

Herb: It sounds more like a break up, or aluminum foil being crushed, if you ask me. 
Maybe if we hit the television, it will start working again. 

Don: it's no use resorting to violence. Just chill out, and the picture will probably return 
soon. 

Herb: I'm a penguin I'm always chilled, cold, frozen, and occasionally shivering 
uncontrollably. 

Don: Shivering uncontrollably? You should have that looked at, by a doctor. 

Herb: I wish we had a doctor here, maybe he could fix our television. 

{Just then a new sound is heard, and two figures appear descending from the sky, 
wearing propeller hats.} 




Dr. Victor: Nino, let me look at that map, you've been having us travel in the wrong 
direction. Look, we are at the South Pole. 

Nino: Aye-aye, aye. It's cold here, I was expecting the nice warm beaches of California. 
We'd better get out of here soon, before I freeze into a icicle. 

Don: Wait, before you go can you help fix our television. 

Herb: Yeah, it seems to be broken. We were trying to watch our favorite show 
Beakman's World, and the show went blank all the sudden. 

Dr. Victor: Really? We're on our way to see Beakman, when Nino got us lost. 

Nino: Oh sure, blame me. You gave me the map, and I was never very good at reading 
maps, just ask aunt Morgana. 

Dr. Victor: Quiet now Nino, I want to help these poor fellows, and then we can depart to 
visit Beakman. But before we do, 1 want to return home, and pick up a few things. 

Herb: Oh please, take us with you, we're Beakman's number one fans. 

Don: We even created these for ourselves, "We're #1 Beakman Fans". These are foam 
hands, to prove that we are the number one fans. {They then try to move the hands, 
with the first finger pointed upward.} 

Dr. Victor: Okay, okay, we'll see what we can do. You two are about as excitable as 
young Nino over there. Let me fix this television, then see what we can do. 

Nino: I'm not excitable, I'm just in a hurry to visit my friend Beakman. Besides I am 
freezing. 

Dr. Victor: In that case, go and find something to warm yourself in that polar station 
over there. Then see if you can find two carriers, with which we can take our new web 
feathered friends with us. 

Nino: I always get stuck with the difficult tasks. I just want to hurry, and get out of here, 
and over to Beakman's Information Center studio. {He then marches off, over the hill 
towards the station. Kicking snow out of his way, and grumbling.} 

Dr. Victor: There we go, I think I'm getting a signal. 

{There is then a repeat of the earlier scene.} 




Maca: Why do we have to wear safety goggles. Why, why, why? 

Parents, and the other two children: Because Maca... 

{The screen then fades to static screen again.} 

Don: Oh wait, this time there is something else. 

Herb: Hey it's Telekid, how did he get on this show? 

{The scene then changes to Telekid on a digital background of blue screens, as the 
camera area behind him, shows a separate location of a construction site. There is 
then footage of people cutting wood, and metal with the debris going into a person's 
face.} 

Telekid: "Because" is never a answer. See these people working here? 

{He then pushes some buttons on his olden, cell phone, styled devise. The video 
footage behind him then zooms in to show the faces of people with the goggles on.} 

Teiekid: The wood, dirt, metal, or anything else can get into a persons eyes, if they are 
not wearing safety glasses. 

{He then pushes a few more buttons, the then scene changes. This time, it appears as 
if he is under water, with a snorkel, and wearing swimming goggles. He tries talking 
with the snorkel in his mouth, and as he does this, captions of his words are seen.} 

Telekid: These goggles also prevent water from reaching your eyes, and allow you to 
see clearly. {He then watches the captioned words pass by, on the screen as he 
finishes talking. Two fish, with human heads then swim past, and look at him.} 

Telekid: Hello Glub, and Glub, how are you today? 

Male Glub: We are fine, but it seems you are having a bit of trouble in our environment. 

Female Glub: Maybe you should have brought, down here, a air tank. Sometimes 
goggles, and a snorkel aren't the only safety equipment you'd need. 

{Just then, from the side of the screen, a shark starts to swim close to them.} 

Telekid: Ohh, it's time for me to go, good-bye. 

{He pushes a few more buttons, and waifs for the text to scroll across the screen, 




before pressing the last button. Then he returns to his blue screen studio area. Then he 
wipes off his forehead.} 

Telekid: Wow, that was a near miss, I almost became shark food. Remember to always 
be safe and always ask the important questions. Good-bye. 

{He then points the cell phone, styled devise at the camera, and pushed a few buttons. 
Then there is static screen again.} 

Beakman then turns off the television screen: Thank You, Telekid. 

Telekid then quickly appears on the television screen again and he says: Your welcome 
Beakman, glad I could help. {He then reaches out of the television, and turns himself 
off again.} 

Beakman: Wow, now there is one talented guy. i wish I had my own blue screen studio 
like him. All I have is this lovely, 'information Center 1 ! {He raises his hands as he says it, 
and the words echo through the large studio.} 

Maca: But that doesn't answer the question, why we need these goggles to sit in the 
sand. 

Beakman: Sit in the sand, or sit on the sand? Those can be two different things. 

{He then secretly pushes a button on his belt. Beakman, the parents, and his lab 
assistants all converge around the sand box to watch the results.} 

Maca: I'm getting bored sitting here, with nothing to do. 

{(Puuff) There is then a eruption of air from under him. Sancho-Esteban, and Baba then 
try to move away from Maca.} 

Baba: If you had to do that, you could have at least been polite, and gotten out and 
done that in private. 

Maca: I didn't do that, it wasn't me. 

{There is then several more puuffs, this time near Sancho-Esteban and Baba.} 

Sancho-Esteban: Wait a minute, it seems to be getting harder to move on this sand. It 
seems to slip out from under me. 

Beakman: Harder to move, or easier to move in the sand? {He then turns a knob on his 




belt, and the puuffs in the sand begin to happen faster.} 

Biba: What? That makes no sense, what is happening? 

Liza: Keep watching, this will be epic. 

Josie: How long will it take them to figure out what is happening. That is what I am 
interested in. I got this stop watch to check the time, to see how long it will take for the 
process to fully begin. 

Maca: Hey, the bowling ball is gone. 

Sancho-Esteban: Look the golf ball seems to be partially sinking. What is happening? 

{Afew moments later the children were up to their knees in sand.} 

Baba: Beakman are you adding water to the sand under us, to make it quick-sand? 

Phoebe: Nope, but your close to the answer, think again. What do you see, and hear? 

Sancho-Esteban: I hear a humming, and do not smell anything, the sand does not feel 
wet. Therefore, my guess is that, it is air being pushed up somehow, and the sand is 
loosening itself. 

Beakman: Bada Bing, Bada Bang, Bada Boom. Give that boy a prize. 

Liza: Here, this is for you. I will also give a prize to each of your friends. It is a 
autographed photo of Beakman. The smudges down near the bottom, are reproduction 
of his baby, feet and hand prints. 

{Phoebe went over, and started pushing down one the soccer balls, it bobbed up and 
down in the now liquid appearing sand. She then gave it a twist. The ball continued 
spinning until it bounced against the side of the hot tub. The children lowered 
themselves and turned slightly creating waves. Josie waited for it, and when it didn't 
come, she became restless. The children didn't understand yet, the fun that they could 
have. Josie couldn't wait any longer, she walked over to the side of the tub, and 
splashed the sand, this way and that, in big waves.} 

Josie: Sand fight! 

{Once every one realized that the sand was fluidized, they began to enjoy tossing it 
around like water. While in the tub the sand acted like water, but once it landed on them 
it felt like regular sand. Josie's then stopped her watch.} 




Josie: It took them awhile, but they finally started enjoying themselves. 

{Maca tried to grab two soccer balls, and push them under at the same time. The balls 
slipped out from under his arms, and he crashed back into the sand. Sancho-Esteban 
tried kicking the soccer ball from under the sand, getting it to bounce out of the sand, 
just enough to rise off the surface of the sand, before trying again. Baba tried 
drumming on it repeatedly, as if it were a Conga drum. Being amazed at the way it 
bobbed back upward after each hit.} 

Liza: Let me see that for a second, would you? {She then begins hitting the ball quickly, 
and says,} Babalu! {She then says it slower,} Baba-lu. 

{The children, seeming to be confused, look at her.} 

Liza: Desi Arnaz, "I Love Lucy", isn't that classic television show broadcast in Brazil? 
Maca: The song even has your name in it, Baba. 

{Baba gives him a rather disapproving glance.} 

Beakman: Desi Arnaz was a Cuban born actor, and he did not write the song. It was 
popular in Latin America, but he was not the first to... 

Phoebe: We’d love to continue this lecture but... It's time for... 

Beakman: That's right, it's time for... The Beakman Challenge!!! 

{His voice echoes, as Josie runs over to the wall, and plugs in the illuminated sign.} 

Beakman: The first part of the challenge is to see if you can push the soccer ball, all 
the way to the bottom of the tub, with one hand on top, and one hand underneath. But 
without putting your face under the sand? 

Maca: That's easy, even for me, even though I'm the shortest. See? I have 
accomplished it easily. 

Sancho-Esteban, and Biba then finish their task: Okay now what? 

Beakman: Now we turn off the buoyancy of the air, and see if you can now pull the ball 
up, easier then you could push it down. 

{He then pushes a button on his belt, and the sand immediately stops moving, locking 
each of the children into position.} 




Beakman: Now that the buoyant force of the air has been removed, the only forces you 
have to work with, are your muscles, against the downward force of gravity, and the 
weight of the sand. Okay, Josie bring in the demonstration. 

{Josie brings over a small bucket of mud, and then takes off one of her shoes, and 
replaces it with a large boot. She then stomps her foot into the bucket. Mud goes 
everywhere. On Beakman's face, on the guests, and onto the children, whom were still 
stuck in the sand. As the camera zooms out, it shows everyone muddy, and the back 
side of Lester can be seen, with him holding a bucket of mud. He then sets the bucket 
down, and sneakily walks away.} 

Pedro: Beakman we weren't expecting this when we came here, and brought our 
children. 

Biba: We were hoping the children would learn scientific principles, and gain 
knowledge about the mysterious, and marvelous world we live in. And not learn about 
getting stuck in mud , or sand. 

Zeca: Wow this is great, it's like being at a performance of the comedian Gallagher, but 
without his patented sledgehammer type tool, which he uses to smash things. Unlike 
my son, I enjoyed this, bring on more mud, and some slime. 

Phoebe: Oh, Oh! Don't encourage him, he'll have slime over every wall, and dripping 
from the rafters, in 5 minutes, if you let him. 

Beakman: Back to the mission at hand. You could try to pull straight up, and lift the 
sand, mud, and ball, or boot. But there is a easier way. It takes a bit longer, but just 
rock your hands, feet, or boot, back and forth slowly. Lift as you move, and use the 
back side of the ball, and the back of your arms as levers, and slowly pry yourself 
upward. If you fry this in mud, move your foot backward, and then try push the mud in 
front of your toes under your foot. The back part of your foot, and leg can be the lever, 
and you should eventually have enough mud, or sand, below you that you can now lift 
yourselves out of the sand, or mud. 

{Josie demonstrates by moving her foot back and forth, and then eventually freeing her 
boot from the mud. She then takes off the boot, and puts on her shoe.} 

Beakman : But just remember, if you get stuck in mud, or some other liquid, don't try to 
pull up quickly, or it will simply create a vacuum of low pressure under you, and you'll 
be pushed back down where you started. 

{Beakman then demonstrates by putting his hand into the boot, and plunging it back 




into the mud. Mud splatters everywhere, and on everybody again. Lester's back side 
can be seen again, as he puts down another empty bucket of mud, and runs away. 
Beakman then uses both hands to try and pull the boot out, with quick tugs straight up.} 

Beakman: See? it in almost impossible to overcome all three forces gravity, the 
weight/mass of the mud, and the vacuum, that a liquid requires to get yourself free. 
Your task is not nearly as difficult, can you do it. Can you beat "The Beakman 
Challenge!!!? 

{As the words echo, Phoebe this time, runs to plug in the sign. The kids then manage 
to get the balls, and their hands, free from the sand. They then wiggle their feet to get 
them out of the sand, then they walk across the sand, and out of the hot tube.} 

Liza seated on a hand operated, miniature sand digger, with wheels: Come on Phoebe, 
help me begin using this contraption, and let us go looking for that bowling ball, and 
those golf balls. 

{Phoebe then rushes over, and pushes Liza and the digger to the side of the sand box. 
Then Liza begins scooping holes, and dumping them into a corner of the sand box.} 

Josie: I've got a faster way. 

{She then turns on a air compressor near the hot tube, and the sand begins to move 
again. She reaches inside, and pulls out the bowling ball.} 

Liza: Ohh, you spoiled our fun. 

{Josie then picks up the mail bag, and dumps it into the tub. She then uses her hand to 
mix it all around.} 

Josie: Next we're going to need the sign, and the roving spot lights. 

Liza: I'll get them. I haven't had a chance to do this, since Beakman got back from 
Captain Disillusion's home, then Ellie got to do the introduction. It most be enjoyable to 
be on YouTube, and have thousands of people watch your videos every day. Maybe we 
should make our own science YouTube channel. But of course if it is on the internet, 
everyone would be expecting to see kittens, and cute animals on the show. Perhaps 
not. 

{Josie and Phoebe, gather the parents, the nanny, and the children, then they all sit on 
the edge of the hot tub. The lights then begin to darken.} 

Biba: Is this normal? 




Josie: Don't worry, we're professionals. 

Phoebe: Yeah, we clean up these type of messes everyday. 

{Biba, and Pedro, look worriedly at each other.} 

{Afew moments later Liza is seen roller skating across the laboratory, pulling the 
"Beakmania" sign behind her. She then drops the rope, with which she was pulling the 
sign. Then she skates in front of the camera.} 

Liza: Rattled by the Roller Derby, pounded by the pavement. You can't keep a good 
scientist down. {She then drops down, and pops back up from under the camera, but 
this time without her skates on.} 

Liza: It's time to get the wax out, and sock slide, into your think tank. Here he is, the 
smart fellow, of the sweet, and mellow. The Spartan of the spitters. The Elon Musk, of 
the knowledge, twilight, dawn, and at dusk. The one, the only, the Beakman. 

Beakman: You dig them up, and I'll mow them down. Let's Gopher Gallop. 

{Beakman imitates digging with both hands, while galloping with his legs, like a horse. 
Then the adults, and kids are seen stirring the sand box/pool of letters. Josie then 
reaches in, and pulls out a envelope, wipes off the sand, bites a corner of the envelope, 
and rips the side of the envelope with one hand. She then opens the envelope, and 
reads the question.} 

Josie: Question, What type of man-made things are in outer space? 

Beakman: There are satellites, probes, rovers, moon landers, spacecraft, telescopes, 
and a automobile. But by far, the most common man-made objects in space are Space 
Junk, bits of other objects that have broken off, and are now circling the Earth. Plus, 
lots of middle sized things like, a Starman mannequin, and even a penny, to name only 
a few things that are out there, in the great beyond. Fast Fact: When satellites orbiting 
Mars, look down on the planet they see the Spirit of Opportunity. Or in other words, the 
NASA rovers 'Spirit' and ’Opportunity 1 .' 

Liza: Here's a sad question Beakman, will there ever be a cure for Cancer? 

Beakman: Well, cancer is a series of diseases, that have various causes. But there is 
hope that many of the causes can be eliminated, and that treatments can remove the 
tumors. Most cancer is caused by cells that are somehow changed in a person's body. 
The new ceils do not work well with the other parts of the body, and then if they begin 




reproducing themselves, the cells can either be moved throughout the body, or clump 
together in one place, and cause a tumor. But because there are many different 
causes, and sometimes it is just dependant on the result of genetic variation. We will 
probably never fully be able to prevent people from getting cancer, but we will hopefully 
be able to treat, and help prevent further damage once a cancer has been discovered. 

Phoebe: We have a question here, that says: 'I hear that lots of people have a 
Bluetooth attached to various things. What does this mean?' 

Beakman: Bluetooth is a type of wireless technology, for things like phones, and 
computers, which transfers data over short distances by radio waves. {There is then 
shown a animation of radio waves being sent from one devise to another.} Or, Blue 
tooth, or blue teeth, can be the coloring of someone's teeth, by having them come into 
contact with something of that color, such as this. {The camera then shows Beakman 
with a blue popsicle, and he smiles to show that his teeth are blue.} 

Pedro: Okay, what about this question? Who invented the game of soccer? 

Beakman: Oh goody, I love a bit of the old football, or soccer play, as we call it here in 
the USA. According to the "International Federation of Association Football" also called 
FIFA. The first historical records we have of a game similar to soccer were from China 
about 2200 years ago. However many countries around the world also created similar 
games independently. The first official game to be played between two countries was 
played between the England and Scotland teams in 1872. As the games began to be 
played by more people, the rules eventually became standardized, at first locally, and 
iater internationally. 

Biba: What is the oldest song known? 

Beakman: The oldest known, nearly complete song, with musical notations on it, is a 
clay tablet, with cuneiform writing on it. It was a part of a collection of tablets known as 
the "Hurrian Hymns" or songs. The most complete is a hymn with the number h6. It is 
held at the National Museum of Damascus, in Syria, and it dates back to about 3400 
years ago. 

Zeca: If two trains crashed into each other, while pulling train cars. How big of a wreck 
would it cause? 

Biba: That's not a very scientific question. 

Beakman: No question is a bad question. In fact there is one such event that happened 
more then 100 years ago. Back in 1896, a man named William George Crush, 




arranged for two trains to collide, as a publicity stunt. The trains themselves didn't leave 
the tracks, many of the railroad cars stayed on the tracks. However the trains at that 
time were powered by coal, which heated a boiler, and when the two trains collided the 
boilers exploded, and many people were hurt, and some people even died. Some 
sources say that the debris was thrown as much as 274 meters. Sadly people still 
continued to smash trains together, but now its mostly done for movies. Now there are 
better safety procedures that can be done, before trying such a event. Okay, that's 
great, who's next? Throw them at me. 

{Maca then throws a envelope at him.} 

Maca: Oh, you wanted us to toss you a question. What is the deepest place on Earth, 
and has anyone reached there? 

Beakman: The deepest part of Earth is the "Challenger Deep", a place about halfway 
between Japan, and Australia. It was first visited by Jacques Piccard, and Don Walsh in 
1960, it was later reached again in 2012 by James Cameron, yes the famous movie 
director. It is about 10916 meters in depth, however humans have made holes that are 
even deeper. The deepest anyone has ever drilled is 12262 meters in Russia. However 
it was too hot for anyone to descend into the hole. 

Liza: Captain Piccard to the bridge, please. {She then salutes Beakman.} 

Phoebe: Lieutenant Commander Data, please plot a course to the Neutral Zone. 

Josie: Dr. Crusher, your needed in sickbay {medical room}. 

Beakman: Enough with the 'Star Trek, The Next Generation' references. More 
questions, please. 

Baba: While we are talking about outer space, what is the most distant thing people 
have ever seen? 

Beakman: On Earth most of the things we see, are seen up until the horizon. From 
there onward things seem to appear, or disappear above, or below it. But once we get 
into space things change slightly. We don't just see things as they are now, but we are 
looking into the past, because light has taken a while to reach us. The farthest thing 
we've observed in the universe, is a galaxy called Gigaligabobalafim, or 'Marty' for a 
nickname. Okay I'm just kidding, it is really named GN-zll, and the light from it was 
emitted about 13.4 billion years ago. However we have also detected the Cosmic 
Microwave Background {CMB}, it is radiation which was created only about 380,000 




years after the Big Bang. It is a glow of heat from the early universe, after it cooled 
down light was able to travel freely. The universe at the time of the CMB was too dense 
to let light pass through it, therefore no light from stars that existed before this time, 
would be able to reach us. However there is still lots of room, and time, between the 
CMB, and the time that GN-zll shown its light. We will probably find even older 
galaxies, and we will learn more about the CMB, and possible some day even look 
beyond the glow, to see how the universe was near its beginning, about 13.8 billion 
years ago. Come on, come on, we are running out of time. Ask me some more 
questions. {He then looks at his watch.} 

Sancho-Esteban: What is the smallest thing we've ever seen? 

Beakman: Wow, such big questions, and large thoughts. Okay lets see, how best can I 
describe this. All objects we see, are made of atoms, which can be thought of as very 
small balls of various sizes. Their outside has electrons, from which we get electricity. 
At its very center is the nucleus, or its core. The core is made of two things a proton, 
and the neutron. These are made of various types of quarks. There are also other 
things such as Leptons, and Bosons. The Higgs boson is one of the newest subatomic 
particle that we've found. Fast Fact: Gravitational waves which were recently detected, 
are the stretching of spacetime, by a distance less then the length of a hydrogen atom. 
They are created by things with a lot of mass, when their movement is being disrupted 
by something, such as when it is spinning, and it has a irregular shape, or when its 
motion is being changed by some outside object. Okay one last question. 

Nana: What are you doing tonight, Mr. Scientist? 

Beakman swallows and looks away: I'll be washing my hair. {He then straightens his 
hair by sliding his fingernails upward, through his hair.} 

Nana: Do you need any help with that. (She then tries to rub his shoulder.} 

Josie: Moving onward... We got another question here, it says "Dear Beakman, i like to 
draw, animate, and puppeteer objects. Is there any way to do these things on water? 
Signed, P. Zaloom. 

Beakman: Ah yes, good old Water Puppetry, a great example of this is seen in a 
Vietnam puppetry tradition that dates back almost 900 years. The puppeteer has a long 
stick, or pole, which the puppet is attached. They are usually behind a screen, and 
sometimes they are even in the water with the puppets. Here we will give a quick 
demonstration. Start it up, again for me Josie, would you please? 

Josie: Starting it up. {The sand begins moving again, with the air pushes around the 




sand.} 


Beakman: You can make your own puppets, or you can simply find things that can 
move, or objects that represent something you want to talk about. Here are a few 
inflatable floating trees, and a Beakman doll, lovingly crafted, by yours truly. Under his 
feet are two wires made from coat hooks. I've tied them together. One simply moves 
the character about, and the other I put two bends in it, so when I push forward, the 
arms of the doll will rise. Now Ray, please bring in the curtain, if you will. A good tub is 
not complete without a curtain. 

{A curtain then slides into view, partially covering the hot tub.} 

Beakman: You see I am on this side, the puppet goes under the surface, and appears 
on the other side of the curtain. It does not look like anything is attached to the puppet, 
because his feet are resting on the sand. But what the viewer doesn't see is the wires 
going behind the screen. Here we only have two, but with more wires, the puppet could 
do more activities, like move each leg individually, raise each arm, and other things. 

But this will work for our demonstration. We put the inflatable trees here, and there. 
Now it looks like Beakman is walking through the forest, when all a sudden, he looks 
down. {The puppet tilts forward.} And Beakman, I mean me, then discovers that I just 
stepped into a pool of quick sand. {The doll starts to sink below the sand.} 1 cry out for 
help. 'Help!' {As he yells the puppet's arms rise, and then drop back down. He then 
hands the puppet to Josie.} 

Beakman: I'm stuck in the quick sand! What will I do? I try splashing around. But I don’t 
seem to get anywhere. But then I remember that I can only sink to a certain position, 
because I'm full of air. 

{Beakman uses his hands, while pointing at the puppet, to splash the sand around like 
water. Josie then returns the puppet to Beakman.} 

Liza: Yeah, he's full of hot air at times. {She then makes a farting sound with her lips.} 

Beakman: As long as I don't try moving too quickly, like the boots in the mud. I can 
slowly move my way to the side, and get out. {He then moves the puppet across the 
sand, and to the edge of the tub. {The puppet then leans forward, and raises his hands, 
as if bowing for the audience.} 

Sancho-Esteban: Wow, that was great. It is just like the puppet shows in the Castelo's 
Fireplace Room, when the puppets are performing in the fireplace stage. 

Patsy the Rat Puppet, from inside a case on a shelf: Fireplace... Puppets, noooo.. It 




doesn’t sound safe out there. Quick someone bring me a extinguisher. 

Baba: Thank you Beakman, that was a great show, and I can think of several things I 
could do with puppets like that. 

Maca: Yeah that was a great show. I liked how you were struggling for your life, and 
managed to crawl to safety. The bobbing from side to side, as you moved through the 
sand, really made the puppet seem to come to life. 

Josie: Do you want to know a secret? Beakman, when he gets really bored, he will take 
off his laboratory coat, and play with puppets. He goes out at nights, and performs 
magic puppetry shows, there he is known as "The Great Zaloom". But shhh... You 
didn't hear that from me. 

Beakman: Thank you, thank you. Has everyone received their autographs? Additional 
photographs are available at the entrance. And now, onward to another type of water 
puppetry. Sadly, I can not teach you this type, but my lovable friend Art, can continue 
discussing the subject. 

{Image of a old train trailer, with a sign saying "Art’s Diner", is then shown.} 

Announcer: Here he is, putting the heart burn, in the art world. The always appetizing, 
Art Burn. 

Art Burn: Hello, and a big welcome to you, from my kitchen art class. From yours truly. 
Art Burn. Welcome to my humble commode. Today I’m going to teach you how to draw, 
and animate drawings, on water. But before we do, your going to need a few supplies. 
Get your pencils, and write down this information for later use. 

Waitress Josie: Alright, first of all, no placing gum under the table, keep your elbows off 
the table, and most importantly, no talking with your mouths full. Now that we got the 
important stuff out of the way, I'll tell you what supplies you’ll need. First you'll need a 
thin plastic, or glass bowl. 

Waitress Liza tapping the bottom of a glass pan: I got one right here. Remember to 
wash it before using it, you don't know what kind of mess Art left in it, while he was 
cooking. 

Art Burn: I heard that. Now, just continue telling them about today’s special. 

Waitress Josie: Then your going to need some dry erase markers. The kind you can 
easily wipe away on white boards. And magnetic, silicone based putty. 




Waitress Phoebe ringing a service bell: Markers, and putty, ready for pick up. 

Beakman: Just remember that what you are about to see, should be done only with 
adult supervision, and whether your working with glass, or plastic, it is still possible to 
get cut. Okay Art, back to you. 

Art Burn: Great, now here's what you got to do. Draw anything you want on the bottom 
of your bowl. Here is a self portrait of myself, do you like the hat? I think I'll make it 
more realistic, and add a few food stains to the hat. There, only a face my mother could 
love. 

Voice from off screen: That's my boy! 

Art Burn: Awhh, thanks mom. Notice how I made my mouth extra wide, and open. Now 
we slowly add water, and if we are careful, the ink will float on the surface of the water. 
Because of the oils in the marker. Remember oils, and water don't mix. Except at 
washing up time, which of course is never around here, if you know what I mean. Now 
once the image is on the water, we can move it around, by tipping the bow! to the side. 
Watch how my face squishes and bends. Almost like when 1 smell my old socks. But all 
this movement isn't getting us very controllable animation, for that we need a very 
small, pin head, sized amount, of magnetic putty placed on the ink. Here, 1 will deposit 
it on the lovable chin, of my drawing. They should stick together, and if we place our 
magnet below the bowl, we can now make my lower jaw move. ‘Would you look at this? 
I've been animated. Heilo out there in TV land 1 . 

{He then moved the jaw of the drawing, in synchronize with his words.} 

Art Burn: The best part is that if you want to keep your drawing, you can place anything 
you like onto the water, and it will stick to the object. You can use a piece of paper, a 
cloth, or even on your arm. 

{A hairy arm then appears in front of the camera, with drawings of two masked faces, a 
sad, and happy face.} 

Art Burn: Hey! Get that Rat out of here, 1 run a tidy ship here. No live rodents in my 
kitchen. Okay, maybe some flies, a bit of mold, and the occasional cockroach. And now 
that this order has been served up... Hey you, get out of my kitchen! 

Beakman: Ahh yes, animating can be a joy, and sometimes a chore, just ask our lead 
artist, and animator Wayne White. But remember the more magnets, or the more poles, 
or wires you use. The more movement your puppet can perform. 




{There is then a loud beeping sound, everyone looks around to see where it is coming 
from. Then they notice it is coming from Beakman's watch. A voice is then heard 
coming from it.} 

Wrist watch: It's time, it's time. Here he comes, Dr. Victor, and Nino are finally arriving. 
However it is also, almost time to say good bye to the television audience. 

Beakman, pointing at his watch: This is a little something I created after 1 returned 
home from Brazil, a memento of my time there. Now I better get our skylight open, 
before they crash into it. 

{The room becomes brighter for a few minutes while Dr. Victor and Nino descend 
through the roof, holding some animal carriers. They land in the center of the room, 
with their propeller powered caps still spinning.} 

Beakman: Dr. Victor, Nino, welcome to my... information Center! {The words echo 
around the room, as if it were a cave.} 

Dr. Victor: Thank you, we would have been here earlier if Nino hadn't been holding the 
map. 

Nino: Oh sure, I always get the blame. I have to carry most of the things, and I have to 
pack our bags, and the carriers. I never get to enjoy anything, even when I’m on my 
vacation. Oh, hello Beakman, glad to see you again. Wow, your room is about as 
messy as mine. But I don’t have this much stuff. 

Beakman: Hi Nino, welcome to my... Home. Did you bring any of your inventions, or 
toys with you? 

Nino: No, I did not get to bring anything else, only my personal cell phone. However it 
got lost along the way. It fell into the ocean, but it wasn't my fault. It was... 

{Dr. Victor interrupts Nino.} 

Dr. Victor: Beakman... I wanted to apologize for my invention accidentally trapping you 
in that small tube. If I knew it was that dangerous, [ wouldn't have left it laying around. 

Beakman: Don't worry about it, no harm was done, and besides, without it I may have 
never gotten to meet Captain Disillusion, and had my first real vacation in many years. 
It's just sad that you couldn't have brought along the entire family. 

Dr. Victor: Oh, we are not alone, we brought some friends. Say hello everyone. 




{Dr. Victor and Nino then set the three carriers on the table. Victor then opens them.} 

Don: Wow, it's really you! Beakman in the flesh! Wow! Pleased to meet you, at last. We 
were watching you on a cell phone, on the way here, but sadly when I tried to show a 
closer view to Herb, in his carrier. I dropped it out of my carrier, while we were in the air, 
and it disappeared somewhere into the ocean. 

Herb: Wow it is truly a honor to meet you, we've watched your shows for years! 

However, I must say you look smaller in real life. I'm used to your head being as big as 
me, but that's just because of the TV screen, I guess. 

Gato: What an interesting place you have here Beakman. I see lots of books, and scientific 
instruments, many of them I've never heard about, or read. It is great to see you again. I 
hope you are doing well, and you enjoyed your visit with us, last time you were in Brazil. 

Beakman: Thank you, you're too kind. It is wonderful to see everyone, and meet my newest, 
number one fans. 

Herb: Did you hear that Don? He called us his number one fans! I feel so proud. 

Don: Yes Herb, this is possibly the greatest day of my life! Nothing could make it better! 

{From inside Nino's backpack there is a rumbling, and then a voice is heard.} 

Godofredo: Did I hear someone mention that they were the number one fans of Beakman? 
That can't be true. Because we are. 

Liza: Oh no, it couldn't possibly be. 

{But, just then Dr. Victors backpack begins moving, and there is a loud guitar type wailing 
sound coming from it. Mau then comes out.} 

Mau: Hahahaha.. That's right, we are Beakman's number one fans. We've watched every 
episode, and read every comic strip he ever wrote. 

Nana: Oh no, not those two... things again. Excuse me, I think it is time for me to leave... 
Good-bye. {She then runs away, towards the door.} 

Biba: Hey! She has the keys to our rental car. Quick everybody run after her. Come along 
children, and don't worry. We will be right back. 

Don: We've also watched every episode. But the only newspapers we usually get are 
wrapped with fish. We usually use the newspapers to clean up, at the South Pole. However 
we have written to him every day, with hundreds of questions, and fan letters. 




Godofredo: We a!so have written him questions, and fan letters every day. Isn't that right 
Mau? 

’Herb: Wait a minute, all those letters, and questions. Why is it that you haven't answered 
,any of our Setters Beakman? That's what I want to know. 

Don, Godofredo, and Mau: Yeah Beakman, how come you haven't written in reply. 

Beakman: Well... You see that we get so many letters here, we just can't answer all of them, 
and many questions are asked by different people. And... Ummm... Well, here look at just 
this one bag of messages we have. 

{Beakman then takes them over to the hot tub, with the letters still sticking up out of it.} 

Dr. Victor: Wow, you've built your own Fluidizer, I'm impressed. How did you do it? 

Beakman: Here, I have some photographs which explain how I did it. You can see, I just 
took some pipes, put holes along one side, then put more holes about 120 degrees down 
the other side, and angled them so that they were pointing downward. To keep the sand 
from falling into them of course. 

Dr. Victor: Yes, of course. I understand. You will not be upset if I take some notes? 

Beakman: I'd be delighted, I'll also give you a copy of my construction plans, and 
photographs of the installation. Here is a early model I made with a plastic bin, and some 
plastic pipe. See how I fit all the pipes together, and then use a air compressor to pump 
some air through them. This is just one of my minor inventions. 

{Beakman then blows on his hand as if he is drying his fingernails. As if every invention is 
just as easy for him to build.} 

Dr. Victor: It is very impressive I wouldn't have thought of creating such a thing. It is really a 
great achievement. 

Beakman: I was doing research when I stumbled on a video by Mark Rober. He created a 
hot tub version, very similar to this. I had to make a few changes though. Do you see them? 

I added the label "Beak-Tub-O-Sand", and a few other things. My friend Art Burn was also 
watching the YouTube{s} with me, when he discovered a video about drawing on water by 
'The Action Lab”, and he had the urge to try the experiment himself. We then 'talked' the 
show's producer into making a entire episode about moving objects. But for now, we're just 
about out of time. 

Nino: I don't understand how this sand is moving. 

{He then steps inside the tub, and begins sliding his hand back, and forth across the surface 




of the sand. He then slips on one of the golf balls at the bottom of the tube, and falls in.} 

Josie: Bada Bing, got a ding. 

Liza: Bada Bang, there was a dang. 

Phoebe: Bada Boom, there was a... 

Nino looking worried and apologetic: A Zaloom? 

{Beakman then moves closer to Nino, and puts his face close to his.} 

Beakman: And a Cassio. {They then both smile, and the camera zooms-in on their faces.} 

{The screen then fades to black, and the credits start to roll. Then they are interrupted. The 
scene then shifts to a table top, with the penguins walking across it.} 

Don: So what did you think of meeting Beakman in person, Herb? 

Herb: He has a amazing place here, just a bit too warm for my enjoyment. They need 5, or 6 
air conditioners, and a hill of ice, and I'd feel like I was at home. 

Godofredo: They also could use, a series of tunnels to crawl through. The one we could find 
is sitting over in the corner, and it's all full of snot. 

Mau: Yes, but even though there is only one tunnel, at least it has tasty snot on its walls, and 
we can enjoy eating that for quite a while. 

Herb: Oh no, hearing that is going to make me sick. 

Don : Well if your going to be sick, go outside, and take a newspaper with you. I'm tired of 
cleaning up your messes. Now say good-bye Herb. 

Herb: Okay, goodbye Herb. 

{The screen then fades to black, and the credits continue.}

This is a review of "Julie Christensen & Stone Cupid"{'s} new album 'A Sad Clown'. 
Julie Christensen originally appeared in Beakman's World Season 1, episode 2, with 
Rita Valente, as they played the parts of, "Isaac Newton's Lawlettes of Motion". She 
also with Rita in the show "Bailey Kipper's P.O.V.", shortly before Julie began recording 
her own solo albums, and with a band she named "Stone Cupid".

The CD version of the album comes in a cardboard wrap around sleeve, no plastic 
other then the disk, {this can cause, bent albums, or a broken CD, if you order it from 
online dealers, that like to ship CD's in bubble wrapped envelopes}. The cardboard 
opens like a book, and in the inner back cover the CD is stored. There are photographs 
inside of each of the people that worked on the album, along with Julie Christensen. 
The front cover is a illustration of a clown, that the inner text refers to the image as 
"Clown Painting: Unknown Junk Store Find (Karov)," possibly the painter's name. The 
text also mentions that, almost the entire album was recorded in about a week, in 
December 2017. Other then the third, and last songs having electric guitars, the rest of 
the album is acoustic in nature with guitars, and only a few other instruments. While 
this could be seen as a simple and primitive raw, unpolished on some other person's 
album. The way the tracks are mixed, and the way that the music is presented helps it 
from feeling stale, and the songs seem full of life. There are the occasional drums, and 
country music instruments like Banjo, Harmonica, and even a Accordion. With a few 
country music style songs, the album doesn’t seem much like a country and western 
album, but more of a ballad rock album, similar to the early Bruce Springsteen albums 
without his E Street Band, or arrangement of Bob Dylan. The album lists the people 
that participated in each song, and the instruments they played. Julie sings main vocals 
on every song, but every now and then she has backing vocals by Rennee Wahl, and 
Brett Ryan Stewart. Other main contributors are Sergio Webb, Jeff Turmes, and Chris 
Tench, with drums played by Steve Latanation. Other people involved were Dave 
Moore playing Harmonica and Accordion on track 8, Jon Baumgartner additional 
recording, Marck Chalecki mastering, and Nancy Terzian graphic design. Sadly there 
are no lyrics represented on the album’s text. The back cover lists the songs, and 
length of each track, as well as having a photograph of Julie Christensen, seated on 
the floor, looking happy and proud. The CD has a different image of a clown, and their 
is text with the copyright information, and album's name. The CD is catalogue number 
"SC 004 "{Stone Cupid Music} album release number 4. For pre-orders of the album, 
Julie donated 20% of the money to the charity "Thomas Fire & Flood Fund’’ through the 
United Way of Santa Barbara. For these preorder CD's she autographed the CD’s inner 
cardboard area.

01. A Sad Clown, title track on the album, "A Sad Clown". Written by Julie Christensen. 
The song is about a woman giving her child advise about work, and the troubles she 
went through before finding the job she currently has, which makes her 'A Sad Clown 1 . 
Despite the theme of this song, the is surprizingly upbeat and energetic. 

02. Exile on Myrtle Beach, cover version of a song by Darrin Bradbury. The song is 
about a person that goes through a hard time in their life, and finds themselves at 
Myrtle Beach. The song's lyrics seem to be random thoughts woven into the narrative 
of a person going from one place to another, in a melancholy folk rock type of way. It 
also talks about various inspirational moments in their life, such as they even compare 
themself to Charlie Chaplin, and mentioning Andy Kaufman's Elvis Presley 
impersonations. 

03. Honey, Let's go to Town {Would Not Take Me There}. Written by Julie Christensen. 
In the song she talks about traveling around the country but seemingly always being 
just outside of town. She then talks about going to a theme park and mentions the 
things she liked, and didn't like there. She then talks about going how the one thing she 
wants it to go to town. This is another quick, and energetic song. 

04. Like Nothing Hurts, about the "Pulse" nightclub. Written by Julie Christensen. For 
this song Sergio Webb plays accordion. In the song Julie talks about the troubles of 
other people, and how terrible things sometimes happen. She doesn't want to complain 
about her life. So then she pretends that nothing hurts her. This song a slower, sad, 
lullaby type, reminiscing song about life. 

05. Burning Star, cover version of a song by Tim Easton. In a earlier Facebook live 
preformance of this song Julie said, Tim wrote the song about Townes van Zandt. Julie 
also mentioned in that live preformance, that she never got to see Townes van Zandt. It 




is about a singer that is a "Burning Star" but slowly finding their way to becoming 
ashes, burnt out. It talks about the hard and fast life that the Burning Star will endure. 
Heavily influenced by country music, at its begining, this song has quicker vocals, and 
has more of a on a theater stage, type projection of vocais, range at moments. 

06. Cold Tennessee Rain, {not to be confused with the song of the same name by P.J. 
Brunson}. Written by Julie Christensen. The song is about a woman that wakes up to 
find 'Cold Tennessee Rain', and that her lover has gone, so she blames the rain, for her 
bad day. But she knows that she will have to face her troubles. This song is driven 
mostly by the drums and Julie’s vocals, in a heart beat type pulsing rhythm, mixed with 
a country and western style instrumental near the end. 

07. Vienna, Illinois, a song about a prison in that town. Written by Julie Christensen. 

She talks about a person that doesn’t come to visit her, in this town's prison, and how 
she got put into the prison. This song has a quick, and bouncy ’happy to be 
here'/’satisfied with life as it is’ feeling about it, despite the sad theme of the lyrics. 

08. Slow Blue Fly. Written by Julie Christensen, and Laura Mayo. In the song Juiie talks 
about a fly that was trapped in room, and then gets to fly out and see the world. After 
wanting to have new experiences, she finds that everything she knew has turned to 
stone. She then finds all her dreams are getting old, and she could use some new 
dreams. This is another country and western, slow rhythm style song. The 
reverberation of the harmonica, and banjo make it feel like a song played on the trails 
of a pioneer crossing the old west. 

09. Anything Like Home, a song Julie Christensen wrote for the 2017 Women's March 
on Washington D.C. For this song, Julie made a music video, which featured various 
antique photographs of women. In the Facebook live preformance she mentions that it 
was also written about the results of the 2016 Presidential election. The song builds up 
from a steady beat from a single acoustic guitar, into a multi instrumental 
march/anthem song. Ending with a 'let’s get out there and do something about it 1 , type 
feeling. 

10. Sunday, this seems to be a song Julie Christensen wrote about her younger days. 

It is about what she and her parents would do on Sundays, and then she tries to 
visualize those moments. This song seems to be a quick pop/rock, almost music box 
type feeling to it, in a 'Life goes on, but it also loops around', and 'those days will come 
again 1 style. 

11. Hold On, cover version of a song by Kathleen Brennan and Tom Waits. It talks 
about a guy and woman falling in love, they get married, but then it falls apart. In the 




song she is outside a store, she is dancing alone, thinking about the olden days. She is 
reminded of what they used to say, about holding on, and taking each other's hand. 

This song has a slower European rhythm to it. As if it were being preformed outside of 
a French coffee shop, with a acoustic guitars, drums, and a accordion accompaniment. 

12. The Sun, written by Julie Christensen, with Mary Barrett-Bragg. The song is about a 
woman that remembers her lover, and how good things were for a while, and it seemed 
that the sun was shining on their relationship. But then the darkness eventually came 
on the relationship. This is a sad, slow song, with quiter and higher pitched moments, 
as the happier moments are remembered. It is a bit like a country and western lullaby. 

13. Getting Through {Sailing}. Written by Julie Christensen, Sergio Webb, and John 
Hadley. The song is about sailing through life, without any difficulties, and that trusting 
in the stars would take her to a new destination. This is the album’s only rock and roll 
styled upbeat track. It feauures interesting rthym changes throughout the song, as well 
as the songs main theme. If you’ve ever wanted a quick, hopefully song, with the theme 
of "Sailing through life" this song is a great way to end the album, and hint that there 
might be more rock songs yet to come. {As a side note; Julie Christensen is rumored to 
be reuniting with her old bandmates from the Divine Horsemen, later in 2018, so she is 
returing to straight rock/post punk for a least a little while longer.} 

Over all is a great album, and the songs have a good mix of slow, and faster paced 
songs. The theme of most of the songs is rather sad, but the upbeat, and instrumental 
arrangements of the album, help it be stand out, and not fall into the trap of all of the 
songs sounding alike. If you know Julie's older music, or like the folk/country/rock styles 
then you will hopefully enjoy this album. If this is your first experience listening to Julie, 
it is missing some of the Jazz/Blues type vocals, as well as the louder rock moments. 
As a whole the album focuses on one of her various vocal ranges. To listen to her 
extremes I suggest also listening to her earlier work with the band Divine Horsemen, 
and her 'Something Familiar’ albums, to give you examples of the other vocal pitches 
she can perform.

Back in 1995 'Subway' released four science kids toys based on 
the television show "Beakman's World". Each toy was placed in a specially designed 
paper bag, along with the meal. {So far I've only found one version of this bag, but 
there could have been different paper bags for each of the toys, or they could have all 
been given out in the same bag. Most restaurants generally give out one toy a week, 
thus to collect all the toys you would have probably had to visit the restaurant 4 times 
over the course of a month to collect them all. I do not know if Subway released them 
weekly, or all at once.} The toys only were slightly inspired by the show, with the 
"Beakman's World" logo attached to most of them.

These toys were part of the Subway's 'Kid's Pak 1 which came in a paper bag that was 
made from 60% recycled paper. The image on the front of the bag is of Beakman with 
his hand in a ‘L 1 shape, and his other hand tucked under his elbow. Above his head is a 
thought balloon, telling readers to watch the show on CBS. Across from this is the 
Beakman's World logo. The bag is split down the center with two sections, one the left, 
and another on the right. The bag firstly introduces Beakman, his information center, 
and even the phrase 'You Can'. {A phrase used in the title of the comicstrip, "You Can 
with Beakman and Jax" which the television show was based on.} It then goes on two 
answer two ‘Dear Beakman 1 questions. The first on the left asks about cartoons, and in 
the answer, it encourages the reader to try the 'Beakman's Magic Movie Maker' toy. 
Below this message, is a 'caution 1 warning about the toys, and the reader should ask 
for a 'child under 3' toy if needed. This is followed by the same message in French. The 
second question is about hearing the ocean from a sea shell, similar to one asked in 
SI El 9, and in Jok's Book "You Can With Beakman & Jax: Way More Science Stuff You 
Can Do" page 10, but in the book it uses a paper towel tube, and the question is asked 


by someone else. It then answers by telling the reader about sound waves and ambient 
sound. Then tells the reader what they can do with the Tele-Tube'. The reverse of the 
bag, with the notch at the top, has a large Beakman's World logo, and a 'Questions & 
Answers' message. Below this are two more questions. The first question is about the 
'Don & Herb Color Changing Penguins' and how they change color. It then explains 
about heat and energy, and noises in a house, and that the toy changes the way light 
bounces off it. The final question is about the 'Beakman's Flip Top' and why it flips over. 
It then goes on to explain inertia, and friction. Both the left and right spine of the bag 
have 'Extra Credit: Fun Things to Know' sections. On the left there is a smaller close-up 
of Beakman and his ’L’ fingers, and another reference to 'You Can'. It then suggests 
looking at a spoon's reflection from both sides. And to stand against a wall, and lift a 
leg. {This is similar to episode S3E02 where Liza falls over when trying to touch her 
toes. And the KFC toy Beakman's Balancer, which the instructions for that say 
something very similar to this.} The right side spine of the bag has an an image of 
Lester with his hands outstretched, and holding his tail with one hand. It then suggests 
two things for the reader to try and find the answer to, these being tickling, and 
yawning. Below that is another image of Beakman, this time his hands one slightly in 
front of the other as if he has an invisible ruler which is pointed at the reader. On the 
bottom of the bag there are the copyrights and trademark notices. The text used for the 
bag says it is copyrighted by Jok Church, and say it was used with his permission. 

The toys come in their own plastic bags. On one side of these bags is a lime green 
{Beakman's coior, at least for his lab coat} section that shows the Beakman's World 
logo, gives the toys number, its name, a 'Beakman’s Fun Fact', and a age limit for the 
toy. Bag 1 also reminds the parent that the bag itself is not a toy, while bags 2-4 have 
the original age warning in French also, but not the 'not a toy' message from bag 1. 

1. Tele-Tube {"For children of all ages"} 

This tube comes in two large parts. First there is a stretchable tube that measures 18 
centimeters when fully compressed, at each end of that are hand hold like areas, one 
end has only one ring for the user to grip on, and the other end has a T shape with the 
shape looking in the second part of the toy. The second part is a funnel with the 
Beakman's World logo on one side and the "Subway" logo on the other outer edge. 

The bottom of the funnel has a T shape on either side of it that fits into the T shape of 
the tube. {The toy is essentially a newer version of a Ear Trumpet.} This funnel part is 5 
centimeters tall, and 6 centimeters at it's largest opening. The toy is for listening to 
sounds, as the toy is extended and compressed. {If you buy two of this toy, you can not 
stick the funnel on either end. The tube is made so that only one end will fit into the 
funnel. You can attach another tube, but where the second tube would attach to the 
other funnel, is also where it would attach to the tube. But with a little take you could 




crate a double long tube with a funnel at both ends. Basically a plastic version of a 
string telephone, but with a tube.} 

The bag tells how the toy 'magnifies sound 1 , and then goes on to tell the reader about 
the anaconda snake. 

2. Don & Herb Color Changing Penguins {"Not for children under 3 years"} 

The toy is a rubber model of two penguins side by side, stuck together at the shoulder, 
making them look like conjoined twin penguins. At their belly area there is a snow and 
ice rectangle that they are apart of, on this is written their names, Don on the left, and 
Herb on the right. On the front of this ice block is the Beakman's World logo. The 
bottom of the toy has a circular impression where the rubber was formed, an at it's 
center is a air hole, {similar to that found in a 'rubber ducky'} but the toy does not have 
a sound maker in it, and doesn't make any noise when squeezed. The hole allows the 
toy to be submerged in cold water, where it will change the color from white to blue, in 
a process called {Thermochromism}. Although the toy can also squirt water for the one, 
or two times it takes to squeeze the water out of the toy, if not dried properly the toy 
could develop mold inside, if wetted. {Some older toys like the rubber ducky, which 
were not connected to Subway, or Beakman's World, had problems with mold, so I 
suggest just putting it in the freeze, and try to keep it dry.} 

The bag tells the reader how to use the toy and to put it in their hands to warm it back 
up. Then it tells about birds, and their three most important senses, from most to least 
important. Lastly it tells a ‘smells fishy’ joke. 

3. Magic Movie Maker {"Not for children under 3 years"} 

This toy consists of a plastic disk, with a line horizontally down its middle. On the left, 
and right it has little holes where strings are tied to it. These strings have small rings 
attached to them. The main disk has two stickers on it, a upper sticker on one side, and 
on the reverse side a lower sticker. When the string is held tight by the rings, and 
twirled the image of Beakman with his ’L T fingers can be seen, to his left is the 
Beakman’s World logo. Sadly the stickers don't fit the inside of the disk, and raise up 
slightly over of the hole’s edge. {This is a simple way to show animation, a similar 
version of this animation technique was also used in the iater 1998 KFC "Beakman's 
World" toy "Penguin TV".} 

The bag tells how the toy works, and then makes the joke about him getting "his head 
together!" It then tells about the sun, it’s light, and then ends with the joke, "Isn't that 
sun-thing {pun on the word 'something’}!" 




4. Flip Top {"Not for children under 3 years"} 

This toy is a basically a round bail, half of it is white, and the other half green. The 
white end has a black Beakman's World logo at its center. The green half has a 
flattened off section with a grooved handle to spin it with. Although not directly 
mentioned on the toy's plastic bag, or the 'Kid's Pak’ paper bag, the object of the toy is 
to hold the handle, and spin it from above, and if it is spun fast enough, the weighted 
end will eventually flip the top so that the fat end is in the air, and the handle is on the 
ground. However because kids might simply spin it on the fat part, from above, and not 
get it spinning fast enough to flip it over, the toy will grind the logo into the table, or floor 
with each spin, eventually wear off. {The toy inertia, the mass of the heavier edges, and 
centripetal force, cause the top to flip upside down.} 

The bag tries to explain, the toy by saying 'give it a spin', but doesn't mention which 
end is to be upward, or how to spin it so the heavy end is on top, so it isn't very helpful 
when it says 'watch it turn upside down' when if the person started it on the fat side, 
and doesn't spin it fast enough, it'd just stay on that one side. It then explains smiling, 
and frowning along with how many muscles each takes. It then ends with a joke about 
smiling.

She then begins 
talking about women scientists, and there are shown examples of Hipatia De Alejandria 
{Hypatia of Alexandria}, and Ada Lovelace. 

In the third interview section, at 3:24 Paul talks about the actress and scientist Hedy 
Lamarr, and the communication technology she invented that is now used in ceil 
phones. Paul then says he would like to create a show about her, and other famous 
women scientists. There is then footage of Paul's puppetry classes, and more clips 
from "Beakman’s World", and the Paul's show at the "Talent Land 2018" event. 

At 4:33 Paul talks about the artistic, and entertainment value of science and the 
inspiration that both scientists and artist have in common. The documentary section of 
the video then ends with Beakman waving to the audience as the "Beakman Live” 
show ends. 

The "Fractal" program's host then returns, at 5:00 she then tel! the viewers where they 
can find out more about Paul's other work. The video then ends with her talking, cutting 
her off in mid-sentence.

The article explains the premise of the show "Beakman's World", and that it was 
released in 1994 in Brazil two years after its release in the USA. The article's writer 
then explains that the interview was done through email. 

She then explain that after the show ends Paul continued to write and preform puppet 
shows as well as giving science demonstrations as Beakman, {in events known as 
"Beakman Live"}. It mentions his most recent shows at the "Pato Branco Campus 
Weekend" event a few days earlier. 

The interview then switches to the interveiw questions and answers. In the first 
question Paul is asked about if he had been to Brazil before, and what he thought 
about the country. He said he enjos visting the country, and that the people are vary 
diverse, and they showed enthusiam for the show. At he found it gratifying that the 
show hadmade a difference in people's lives. 

Next Paul is asked about what are his thoughts, when people theli him, that they are 
scientists because of the show. Paul says many people have told him that in leters and 
in conversations. He did not think about that when they were making the show, it 
seemed to be for teaching interesting facts, and humor. He says "they have become 
neuroscientists, science teachers and biologists." And that made him proud. 

Paul is next asked about if he liked science before appearing on Beakman's World 
{known as "O Mundo de Beakman", in Brazil}. He says that he liked natural science. 

He then gives the examlle of beavers as they would build a dam in the lake where he 
swam, then they would leave, and then years later the animals would return to the 
same place. 

Isabela then asks about if Paul has any favorite experimetnts he did on the show. Paul 
then mentions the experiment where bactira from the feet are grown in a jar. {This was 
in Season 1, Episode 12.} He explains that Jok Church {creator of the comic strip "You 
Can With Beakman and Jax", tried this experiment earlier and vomited, when he 
smelled the inside of the bactiria filled far. {There is also a Book/experiment kit called 




"Build with Beakman: Bactira Farm, that teaches children how to do this experiment.} 
Paul then mentions another experiment where he got to go inside a replica nose, and 
handle special effects mucas, which also got on his shoes. {This expiement was seen 
in Season 1, Episode 03}. He says these experiments were disgusting, but also fun. 

The next question is about Paul preforming as Beakman,telling people about the show, 
and giving scientific demonstartions. Paul then explains that it is a important prt of his 
life, similar to his puppetry work on a adult, satirical and political puppet show he 
created called "White Like Me, a Honkey Dory Puppet Show". He explains both the 
puppet show, and the science demonstrations have humor, and get important ideas 
across to the viewer. 

He then talks about the new puppet show, and that the hardest part of using his 
ventriloquist puppet "Butch Manly the III, Esquire" is building a belivable relationship 
with the doll, and not as most people might think, keeping his lips from moving. 

Next Paul is asked if he would want to be involved in a new version of "Beakman's 
World". He says yes, he'd like to see how it could be done differently, and that maybe it 
could be done with puppets... 

The article, and interview then ends.

The video begins with a "Ventisca Producciones" {Blizzard Productions} title card, they 
are the makers of the digital card game. Then a image is seen of "Dr. Boom" {a goblin} 


seated in a chair, he is watching television. He watches as one of his experiments fails, 
and a plant attacks one of his assistants. As he watches he explains that he needs a 
helper to advance his scientific understanding on the planet Azeroth. He then says he 
knows just the person to help him. The logo of the game is then seen. 

At 0:19 Beakman enters a laboratory, he is singing and says hello to the pet named 
"Toto", {a reference to the film "The Wizard of Oz", the dog is a toy Dachshund, {Fast 
Fact: Did you know that Alanna Ubach, played the part of a Dachshund dog named 
"Strudel" in the television show "Pound Puppies", from 2010-2013?} Beakman then 
prepares a sandwich, he adds many large objects onto the sandwich, {similar to the 
comic strip Blondie, in which Dagwood Bumstead, would create a giant sandwich}. Fast 
Fact: This type of sandwich is called a "Dagwood Sandwich", in honor of the comicstrip 
character.} Beakman tries to add a rubber chicken, to the sandwich, but then realizes 
that it is too much, and then brings out a smaller version of the rubber chicken to put 
into the sandwich. 

As he is about to eat the sandwich at 0:50, a voice interrupts him from off screen. The 
voice then flatters him, by asking if he is the one and only Beakman. And then from off 
the screen a goblin hand shakes his hand. The person/goblin then gives him a envelop, 
with a card inside, on the envelop is the logo of the card game on it. In this case the 
Spanish version, even in the Portuguese spoken version, it is still the Spanish logo. 
Beakman thanks the messenger and gives him a tip, in the form of a bottle of 
"Hidratante" {Moisturizer}, because of the scaly skin of the goblin. 

At 1:25 Beakman reads the correspondence on the card, and it is from Mr. Flark, whom 
wants to know if the planet Earth has a magnetic field. Beakman then quickly leaves 
the room, and appears in a new room this time with a skeleton hanging from a light. 
{Don't worry this is probably "Bones" from the television series, he's always hanging 
around with Beakman." Using a globe Beakman explains that the Earths center is 
molten, and as the Earth turns there is a electrical current, the electricity gives the 
Earth a giant magnet field. 

At 2:12 Beakman gives a "Fast Fact: about how the Earth is constantly attacked from 
outer space. Beakman gives this information in a darkened room with a red light under 
him, giving it a spooky atmosphere. He then continues with the lights on, telling how 
the sun is constantly throwing things outward, and in our direction, called the Solar 
Wind. He then talks about the solar wind being caught, and deflected by the magnetic 
fields. He then talks about the "Aurora Borealis" {and the Aurora Australis}. He shows 
their colored light by reflecting CD's light onto the globe. He then looks at the CD's and 
sees that they are titled "Grandes Exitos de Jose Jose". {Great Successes of Jose 




Jose, a Mexican singer in the Spanish version}. In the Portuguese version the CD's are 
the "Os Maiores Sucessos de Celine Dion" {Great Successes of Celine Dion}. 

The scene then changes, at 3:20, from under the table a goblin hand raises 
menacingly. It then taps him on the side, and a off screen voice then asks if the Earth's 
magnetic field can make the Hearthstone characters stronger. Beakman says yes, all 
they need is a Spider Bomb, {the card is then shown}, and he describes how it would 
require three crystals, and other various properties of that card, and how it works in the 
game. 

At 4:04, Beakman then tries to return to his sandwich. As he enters the first room 
again, a goblin hand pulls his plate of food away, and the sandwich disappears in a puff 
of feathers, and a chicken squeak. Beakman then leans on the table looking 
disappointedly at the camera. Then there is a logo of the card game, and the words 
"Available Now", with a link to the English website for the game. The last scene, is a 
image of Dr. Boom in a robotic suit, with the word "Hearthstone" near him. 

Fast Fact: Eliza Jane Schneider {Liza from Beakman's World} appeared in the 
WarCraft video games as a voice over actress, for several of the games. Is there a 
possibility that Beakman could be joined there in the world of 'Hearthstone' by Liza? I 
hope so. I guess we'll have to wait and see.

The video begins the same way the previous video began, with the "Ventisca 
Producciones" {Blizzard Productions}, logo, "Dr. Boom 11 {a goblin}, saying how he 
needs help with science on his planet of Azeroth, and then saying he know just whom 
to call. 

Beakman {Paul Zaloom} is then seen sleeping on a couch, with his trusty rubber 
chicken. A goblin hand then menacingly moves towards him, and then lightly taps him, 
causing him to wake up. Although Beakman was sound asleep, the chicken was giving 
warning calls to try and wake him. A voice from off screen then tells Beakman that 
there is a delivery for him. Beakman thinks it is Pizza, but then after opening the box 
discovers that it is a box of letters. Beakman then hides his disappointment by saying 
that he is hungry for a question. He pulls out one of the letters, and in the envelope with 
the game logo on it, there is a card, {with the Hearthstone design on the back of it}. 

The question is from Electra Truenoferoz {Electric Thunder Fierce, in the Spanish 
version, and in the Portuguese version as Electra Surtormenta, Electrically Surprising, 




according to the video's, and Google translations}. {In English the name would be 
{Electra Stormsurge, this is the name of the card that will be shown at the end of the 
video. The question is 'Can lightning hit the same place twice. Beakman then says 
before he can answer he should explain about how clouds are created. 

In the laboratory, behind the table, Beakman explains how water vapor and dust, and 
how they raise into the air and cool down, and combine to form cloud. He then explains 
how these molecules rub against each other creating static electricity, and that is how 
lightning is born. As Beakman explains this, he then picks up a ball of foam with 
Christmas lights attached to it, and the lights begin to blink, similar to lightning in a 
cloud. 

He then gives a Fast Fact, about Brazil being the place where lightening happens the 
most. He also explains that he is in Brazil at this very moment. But as he says this, 
lightning strikes near him, as if he just told a lie, and he would be stuck by lightning if 
he didn't tell the truth. He then talks about the how lightning is just a giant electrical 
spark. And that these sparks generally cancel each other out in the clouds. He then 
explains extra electricity then begins going downwards towards the ground. 

Beakman next begins explaining how lightning rods work, and that anything that can 
conduct electricity, and that most things can attract lightning, including people. Next he 
explains how the lightning rod is specially made to help attract this electricity in a 
quicker path to the ground. Beakman then thanks Electra for the question, and explains 
that lightning can hit the same place multiple times. 

The mysterious hand then reaches out from under the table, and taps Beakman again, 
and a off screen voice asks in this is also possible in the Hearthstone games. Beakman 
says yes that it is possible if the player has 3 crystals, and has the Electra 
Truenoferoz/Electra Surtormenta {Electra Stormsurge, English version} card. He then 
explain how the car can be used in the game, and compares this two how lightning can 
strike twice. Beakman then thanks the viewer for the question again. 

Beakman then runs off to his couch. Asks himself where he was, and then he 
remembers, and he quickly goes back to sleep, covering his eyes with the eye shade 
and hugs his rubber chicken closely. 

The video then ends, with the same logos as the previous video, with the card game 
logo, and the words "Available Now", and a link to the English website for the game. 
The last scene, is a image of Dr. Boom in a robotic suit, with the word "Hearthstone" 
near him.

The video begins the same way the previous video began, with the "Ventisca 
Producciones" {Blizzard Productions}, logo, "Dr. Boom" {a goblin}, saying how he 
needs help with science on his planet of Azeroth, and then saying he knows just whom 
to call. 




Beakman is seated at a piano, he stretches his fingers and as he is about to play, a 
goblin hand reaches up menacingly behind him... And taps him on the shoulder. 
Beakman says hello to the goblin and asks how he can help. The Goblin hand points 
upward, and it begins raining envelopes. Beakman lifts up a small umbrella and hides 
under it, as the letters fall down like rain/leaves. He then jokes about the weatherman 
predicting rain. 

Beakman then picks up a large Hearthstone card, and he reads the card on it. It asks 
where someone could get Fertilizer, to make giant vegetables. The question was asked 
by "Mucus Muquitinoso" in the Spanish version, and "Flupe Fuzuburdio" in the 
Portuguese version. Beakman jokes, and asks if the writer has a giant hunger. 

Beakman then runs over to the laboratory table. 

Beakman then mentions that Fruits and Vegetables look very different then how they 
originally looked when they were in nature. He then goes to a side video camera, and 
asks if the viewer has seen a banana with seeds, or Peach that was really small. He 
then explains they were like that when people first started eating them. 

Then back at the main camera, Beakman is about to eat the banana, but then begins to 
explain that farmers choose the fruits that they needed most. He then tells how two 
different fruits were combined to try and make a better one. He then gives various 
examples how this was done, and that this is how people helped to make the fruits and 
vegetables we have today. Altering evolution, and using genetic manipulation 
techniques to make a fruit or vegetable better, many thousands of years before 
discovering genetics. 

Beakman then goes to the side camera giving a "Fast Fact", about how people began 
to cultivate {tame} fruits and vegetables about 6,000 years ago. Then as a joke the 
banana, and a orange then bark, and meow, as if pets that were 'tamed 1 . 

Then back at the regular camera, Beakman talks about how breeding of dogs is also 
similar. He then lists various duties dogs can perform. Near Beakman from under the 
table a dog barks, when Beakman says the word dog. In the Spanish version the dog is 
called "NeyNey", in the Portuguese version it is "Toto" once again like the first 
Hearthstone video. Beakman then says "yes that's you", and asks the dog to find his 
slippers. He then jokes about how an actor was probably down on the floor playing the 
part of the dog. He tells them to get off the floor and that they are not fooling anyone. 
The dog is then heard running away barking. 

The scene then changes, and the goblin hand then mysteriously rises from below the 




table. He then taps Beakman on the side, and asks him, how to get more resources 
from the card game Hearthstone. He then describes the card named "Projeto 
Biologico", in both the Spanish and Portuguese versions of the game. He then 
describes how it works in the game benefiting the card holder and other players. 

Beakman then goes to the side camera and says it is time for the viewer to... "Become 
a ingenious goblin," in the Spanish version. And in the Portuguese version he says it is 
time to "replicate these experiments". He then tells the viewer the various platforms 
that the game is available on, and then he points to the bottom of the screen, where a 
webpage link, is supposed to be, which goes to the "Hearthstone: Project Boomsday" 
website. As he is pointing down, he looks at his hand and finds that he know has a 
goblin hand, {wearing the goblin glove}. The joke works better in the Spanish version, 
suggesting before hand that the player, and himself are turning into a goblin. He then 
laughs and looks at his hand worriedly. Then the video ends with the games logo, 
'Available now, message, link to the website, and, lastly the animated scene of Dr. 
Boom.

These four images represent various stages of the show; the first image is the 'Demo 
Reel', moment of the show. Jok Church had been creating his comic strip for about a 
year before the television show "Beakman’s World" was began. With executive 
producer and show writer Mark Waxman, they created the concept for the show, and 
hired director Jay Du bin. Jay suggested the performance artist Paul Zaloom for the role 
of Beakman. For this demo reel, they also asked several members of the all girl group 
'Perri', to be a part of this concept demo, playing the part of singing gases. This early 
demo version of the show, featured the penguins Don and Herb, but there was also 
another puppet named "Patsy". Also featured in this was a reel was the Beakmom 
character, also played by Paul Zaloom. 

The second phase of the show was for the show's first season, Alanna Ubach as the 
character 'Josie', repiaced the Beakmom, and the rat puppet was replaced by 'A Guy in 
a Rat Suit’ named Lester, played by Mark Ritts. The first episode also included a 
French chef, that seemed to be inspired by Paul Zaloonfs one man show "Phood". In 
Season 1, Episode 18 the main character 'Art Burn' {played by Paul Zaloom} was also 
introduced, as a messy cook. 

The third phase of the show began on the show's second season, after Alanna left, and 
Eliza Jane Schneider began performing as 'Liza’. She played instruments, and sang 
and also as the character named "Nurse Bendover", during the show’s "Meekman" 
segments. Meekman was another character played by Paul Zaloom, and this time Mark 
Ritts began performing as a 'Doctor' that seemed to enjoy giving people pain. 

The final phase of the show, began with season 4, with the introduction of the character 
'Phoebe' played by Senta Moses-Mikan. Senta also preformed as "Nurse Pheobe: 
School Nurse". The Beakmom character from the original demo real eventual returned 
for this final season, this time played by actress Jean Stapleton. Other recurring 
characters were the sports newscasters, Jim Shorts {played by Paul Zaloom}, and 
Harry Pitts {played by Mark Ritts}. 

Besides the characters that they played, Josie, Liza, and Phoebe, they each also 
played the waitress at Art's Dinner. And various famous people. Paul Zaloom also 
preformed as most of the other famous people that were mentioned on the show.

She describes 
teasing the crew with them, and even naming one of them Charlie. But then with the 
warmth of her hand, and the time she took handling the creature it had woken up 
enough that it had become active and awake. And this caused a outtake, blooper 
moment when she freaked out, when she was working with the cockroaches on 
camera. She ends the post by saying "I pretty much got what I deserved and everyone 
thought it was hilarious."

First we see Rita Vaiente {her name was miss spelled in the credits as "Rita Balente"}, 
standing next to Julie Christensen, as the two "Lawlettes of Motion", from Season 1, 
Episode 2. Next they appear together again, on a show "Bailey Kipper's P.O.V. 11 created 
by Mark Waxman, whom was also writer on Beakman's World. Rita and Julie appear as 
part of a band, they sing the song "Bill Bailey, Won't You Please Come Home?" a 1902 
jazz song {for the television show the character's name is "Bailey Kipper" and not Bill 
Bailey but they still sing the original words}. 

The second row shows Rita in two music videos by Linda Ronstadt. Sadly Rita only 
makes cameo appearances, and is not heard. The first 3 images are from the video 
"What’s New". Rita, appears at about 2:23 seconds into the video, putting on her 
makeup back stage in a theater. At about 2:52 she can be seen combing her hair. In 
the last large image Rita can be seen in the music video "I’ve Got A Crush On You", this 
time at a table, in a restaurant. Rita can be seen from a distance for quite a while, but 
only has a brief semi-close-up at about 2:08 as she watches a couple of dancers.

She starts the video by saying she thinks the Facebook Live recording is working. Then 
she says it is a beautiful day. Next she tries adding one of her viewers to the chat, and 
his video appears along side here's. The video freezes for a few seconds, and then she 
turns him off from the video chat. 

Eliza then at 01:08 says hello to a few of the viewers. And tells them that she is taking 
them to a "Undisclosed location in the woods". The video then freezes again, and she 
says that she has to turn something else off, from her phone. So she can host the 
event. 

Then out of nowhere at 01:32, seemingly from a segment of "Those Load Machines", a 
jackhammer can be heard. She laughs at the irony of trying to walk to the woods and 
having noises devise near where she is walking. She greets some Mexican viewers, 
and then tries to show the viewers a beautiful tree. 

Eliza then at 02:02 asks if there are any questions for her. She next makes a joke 
about taking the viewers into the woods so she can bury them. She then mentions that 
some of her students are watching the event. 

She then jokes at 02:34 about if she gets murdered while hosting the event, and if she 
meets a crazy fan from prison from about 1992. If somehow she was being stalked by 
the GPS {Global Positioning System} in her phone. Her students could be witnesses in 
court. 

Eliza then at 02:50 reads a message from a viewer "Is that the mob digging up a 
corpse with jackhammers?" Eliza then says "Yes." to that question. She says that the 
place she is walking is very pretty. She then asks for more questions. She then tries to 
add a viewers to the video again. 




She also tries at 03:44 to answer a question about Liza’s deep voice in some episodes. 
Then before she can answer, video guests asks Eliza about the reunion. Eliza then 
tries to answer the earlier question first. Saying that the deep voice was done later after 
the show was finished, and Alan Porzio was adding sound effects. 

She then at 04:55 talks about the reunion. Eliza says, "The reunion was kind of 
awesome. I had never meet Senta before, and Senta is great, and her house was 
adorable. And she is adorable. Senta is just like one of the cutest people I've ever 
meet. She's all yellowy, and flowery, and stuff." 

Eliza then at 05:12 mentions that she enjoyed seeing Betsey Potter and another 
wardrobe lady names Patty. Then it sounds like a train whistle/or chain saw sound is 
heard. {The not so quite woods.} She says that actors can create a special bond with 
the wardrobe people because you are undressing, and being dressed by them. And 
they also buy you clothes. She says that type of bonding can also be created with the 
makeup people. But she says "Carla wasn't there", possibly {Carla Fabrizi}. She then 
mentions that Robert "Bob" Heath the producer of the show was there. Along with Jay 
Dubin, and his wife. 

She then at 06:08 mentions that Paul Zaloom was there. She then says how Paul 
mentioned "how wonderful it is" when there are so many people that go his "Beakman 
Live" shows in Mexico. And that the fans tell him that they were surgeon, or scientists 
because of the show. 

She then at 06:55 asks for more questions. "Ask me, ask me. Ask me anything. Ask me 
how soon it till I actually get to the woods, and away from these power tools." She then 
gets asks if the deep voice change, was only for her character. Eliza says that they did 
it for other people also. 

Eliza then at 07:36 mentions that she has a voice class today also, and she has them 
doing all that "fancy voice work. I'm teaching character acting". Then a dog can be 
heard barking. She then jokes saying "Don't mind that, I’m being attacked by dogs." 

Eliza then at 07:54 answers another question, this time about season 1 of Beakman's 
World. She then mentions that Josie would have been in that episode, played by 
Alanna Ubach. And then she gives a fast fact about Alanna, that for Halloween Alanna 
dressed up as Andy Warhol, she says she has a picture of it, and it was funny. 

Then at 08:13 Eliza mentions that Alanna Ubach is helping her find Spanish speaking 
actresses, for a play that Eliza is writing. About women and their children being 
separated at the USA, Mexico boarder. She says the play is supposed to be put on, in 




January. It will be called "Displaced, Detained, Discovered". She then asks viewers that 
can Speak Spanish if they would want to try out for the play and record readings of the 
letters of these mothers. 

She then at 09:15 returns to the Beakman theme, answering a question, "Is Beakman a 
bird or a man? Eliza says "Man". She then, answers another question by saying, that 
she is in the pacific, north west, of the USA, "with lots of dogs, and power tools". 

Eliza next at 09:40 notices a viewer named Daniel Goldstein, whom is a director. She 
asks what he is now directing. She then reads the question "What about Ray, who was 
he actually?" She says that Ray is a real person named Ray "Ron Jancula" and he was 
the prop man that can be seen from time to time. They then made up "a fictional series 
of scenarios for him as a character." "Ray is a friend, he's... He’s great, he’s a prop 
guy." 

Another viewer then at 10:25 asks why the character is called "Beakman". Eliza then 
explains that Beakman was originally a cartoon {comic strip}, which Jok Church made. 
{She then pauses to show the viewers the "really beautiful" river near where she is 
walking. She then mentions that she does not know Spanish, even though she’s live in 
LA for a while. 

Eliza then at 11:24 talks more about the reunion. Saying that she saw Teresa Parente, 
Mark’s wife that is "Brilliantly talented, amazing singer, and wonderful woman", she also 
mentions their daughter, and how talented she is also. 

Eliza then mentions at 11:46 that she virtually meet Jok online. And he helped her get 
copies of the show, saying he was a "technological wizard" at computer type stuff. Eliza 
then says that he was actually kicked off Facebook for a while because he posted his 
work, but which was copyrighted by someone else, {probably either the comic 
syndicate, or the television studio most likely}. "He's no longer with us, but he was a 
wonderful, wonderful guy." 

One of my questions is then asked, hehehhe, at 12:48. But I wasn’t there at the Live 
event, I was at work, so her helper Will, submitted the question as "Eliza Jane 
Schneider", yeap it looked like Eliza was asking herself questions. {Click on the video 
on Facebook, and you can also see the chat that was going on at the same time as the 
event.} 

My question was, if the fire fighting episode was at the studio, or at the fire department. 
She says all she can remember was the "Hot {sexy} Mexican fire fighter". Eliza then 
says it was at the fire department. And it was like a field trip, going out of the studio. 




She then at 13:36 answers the question, if she keeps in touch with the crew of the 
show. She says she keeps in touch with Paul, and says "He's an incredible artist. She 
then mentions that he was one of a number of performance artists featured in a book 
called "Acrobats of the Soul." She says his non-Beakman's World work is also 
"amazing". She then mentions his time working as the ring leader of the Bread and 
Puppet Theater Circus. And his puppet, and solo shows which he wrote and preformed 
himself. She mention's his solo show called "House of Horror", she says it was "very 
visionary" the way he talked about chemicals that where used in household products. 
The parts she remembered most was the baby becomes a giant mutant, and politicians 
are represented by backscratchers. "Pretty good stuff, he's amazing". 

Next at 14:45 she answers the question "What was your favorite experiment?" She 
then mentions trying to do the breakaway {sugar} glass Season 2, Episode 02, but it 
never works for her, when she tries. She says it turns out as goo (liquid mess}, and she 
can't figure out why the experiment doesn’t work. She also like the "Disgusting Animals" 
segments. 

The video then at 15:35 jumps/skips to a later moment. Eliza says she did not get to 
choose the name "Liza", she said they were thinking about the name "Dana", and she 
liked that. Someone else decided the character's name should be "Liza". She says that 
she was reading scripts that said "Josie" at first, and she was trying to come up with a 
entirely new character, which she said was challenging. "Those were some pretty big 
shoes to fill." {She did a wonderful job, and it would be hard to match her work, type 
comment.} "Alanna Ubach is one of my favorite actresses of all time". She then says it 
was hard for her to begin with, but it was a really fun show. 

The video then at 16:35 skips again, and Eliza talks about how she and Mark Ritts 
used to play music on the set, because he was also a musician. And that another 
scenery artist named Alex, she "fell madly in love with" him. {The video shows Eliza 
ciimbing from rock pile to rock pile along the river.} She says he recorded her first 
musical album, for her, and painter her motorcycle gas tank. "There are a lot of really 
good musicians on that show." 

She then at 17:20 reads a comment that says a fan liked Alanna Ubach, until he saw 
Eiiza, and then it was a "a flat footed tie", as to whom he liked more. 

She then at 17:36 asks what the viewers favorite experiments were, and if they did 
them with their kids. She then reads a question that says "what could you tell us about 
Lester's accent?" She says that everyone's accent eventually changed to match Jay 
Dubin's Brooklyn accent. 




At 18:35, one commenter in the chat says that Liza was smarter then Josie, and Eliza 
says. "No, no, no, no. Josie, Josie knows everything, she knows ail." 

She then at 18:45 answers a question about the penguin hand puppet. She explains 
that they were filmed in another building, and Mark Ritts had to go there to perform the 
puppets. There were two other guys that did the voices of the puppets in another place, 
so It was all lip syncing. 

She then at 19:04, says one of her favorite things that Mark Ritts used to do was make 
hand puppets, {create faces with his hands, like 'Scratchy the Chicken'}. He would 
have Itchy and Scratchy as his hand puppets. {These are also the names of "The 
Simpsons" cartoon characters, however they were a mouse and cat, and not a 
chicken.} She says that she also used to play hand puppets with Mark, and they would 
play romance hand boy/girl scenes, as her hand had nail polish and his hands were 
masculine. 

She then at 19:44 says the studio building that they were in, had their set between the 
shows "Married with Children", and "Blossom" {television show}. 

She then tells at 19:54 about how one day she and Mark Ritts where walking along the 
studio. He had his rat feet on, but his rat ears were off. They saw the car of Ed O'Neill. 
She at first can not remember the actor's name. 

She then at 20:33 answers a question about whom her favorite singers are. She says, 
Alanis Morissette. Tori Amos, Suzanne Vega, oid school singers, and her son. 

She then at 20:50 finishes her story about her walk with Mark Ritts, saying that they 
meet Katey Saga! {Eliza says "Pam" but her name is "Katey"}. She then realizes "Eliza" 
Is also in the chat, and that it must be Will, her helper. Eliza then returns to the story, 
and asks what type of car it is. Then Katey said, "It's not a car, it's a midlife crisis." 

Eliza then at 21:40 mentions that she got to wear lots of Christina Applegate's clothes, 
because they had the same wardrobe ladies, and she was the same size as Christina. 
And Eliza still has a shirt of her's that said "Paradise Janitorial Service". Liza then sees 
a comment that says she "still looks beautiful", and she says "Thank You". 

For next question at 22:22 Eliza answers, If that they did go into a recording studio to 
record the the "Oil" song, and that they were in their with Mark Mothersbaugh, the 
composer to the Beakman's World theme song. She then talks about other projects he 
has worked on such as the "Rugrats". She then begins singing the song "Everything is 
Awesome" thinking that Mark Mothersbaugh wrote it, but it was in fact written by 
Shawn Patterson, Jo Li, Akiva Schaffer, Andy Samberg, and Jorma Taccone. Mark only 




produced the song. She then talks about his band DEVO {DE-EVolution}. But she says 
her older brother liked the band more then she did. When she went into the recording 
booth she saw Bill Mumy, and she was "madly in love with Bill Mumy. Because he 
wrote "Fish Heads' the song”. She sings part of that song, and then explains that it is a 
comedy song. She says they then went back to the studio and had to lip sync to the 
audio that they had recorded. She then explains that she did play the violin on a 
recording, but "Lester” got to do it on the show, while instead she had to pretend to play 
the banjo. She says she was "extremely upset" about that, but that "I think I was a little 
bit of a diva back in the day." 

She then at 24:08 reads a comment, from someone that says, they thought she was 
the smartest of the 3 girls on the show. Eliza then points out that they were reading 
lines {of script} on the show. 

Eliza then at 24:24 says "One of the coolest things about Beakman's World, is that, this 
was before the internet. So, all those questions, that all those kids asked, were 
answered by one woman. And it was ah, Marijane Miller. {Eliza mistakenly says 
Marylee Miller}. "She just went to the library and researched it." She then mentions how 
Marijane Miller still has all the old photographs from the show. And that Marijane picked 
up a old picture and told Eliza what everyone was currently doing. Eliza then says in a 
"couple of weeks" she wants to upload a tutorial about whom is doing what from the 
show. {She then climbs down from a large rock.} 

Next she reads a comment at 25:38 about how good she looks, and that she doesn't 
seem to have aged. Then the next question is about if envelopes and letters that were 
decorated were really made by the kids. Eliza says some were and others were made 
to look better for being in front of the camera by Ron Jancula. 

Eliza then is asked if she listened to the Spanish voice of her character, she says "Yes”, 
and that she hopes to learn Spanish. She then asks the viewers if they'd like to teach 
her Spanish. 

She then at 26:08 mentions that she wants various Spanish speaking actresses for her 
play. She then says Thank you to the viewers for coming with her seeing the beautiful 
sites, and allowing her to be in the sun. 

There is then at 26:52 another comment about Eliza's finding the fire fighter hot {sexy}. 
Eliza says she could barely remember her lines of dialogue because she liked the guy 
so much. She says she wish she knew his name. 

The viewers then at 27:08 begin to say that they will help to teach her Spanish. She 




asks the viewers where they are from. That they will probably have to have a contest to 
see whom can teach her the most Spanish. She then says "Thank You for tuning in", 
and "we'll keep in touch. Bye."

Church hadn't yet gotten his comic strip published. Here you’ll see the roots 
of Paul Zaloom’s 'Beakman' style of performing, as he wears a chefs 
coat/laboratory coat, and recites facts about food, and later about bunny 
rabbit multiplication. Both Jok's "Beakman character", and and Paul's 
humorous way of presenting facts, some of the key ingredients that made 
"Beakman's World" such a classic. {There is some smoking, and adult 
language, and adult humor in the video, so please be aware of that before 
watching.}

This is a series of screenshots from a video featuring behind the scenes footage of a 
day at the "Bread and Puppet Theater" located in Vermont. The top two rows of images 
show Paul's "Phood", show, while the last 4 images at the bottom of the series of 
images, shows Pauls's second stage show. The video is credited to "Bread and 
Puppet", "DeeDee Halleck", and "Tamar Schumann", it seems to have been recorded 
in August, 1990. 19{90} {08 month=August} It was uploaded to the Internet Archive by 
"MichelleK" on April 13, 2015, and is part of the Internet Archive’s "Bread and Puppet 
Theater" collection. This video, and several others are made available to the public 
under the Creative Common's Attribution-NonCommercial-NoDerivs 4.0 International". 
The video is 47 minutes and 43 seconds in length. At the videos beginning and ending, 
are seen segments of Paul Zaloom’s one man stage productions. {There is some 
smoking, and adult language, and adult humor in the video, so please be aware of that 
before watching.}

The video begins with Paul Zaloom performing his one man show called "Phood" a 
combination of the words "Phony" and "Food". In this stage show he gives a humorous 
interpretation of actual facts in a lecture type format. He is dressed as a chef. {Paul has 
mentioned in a few interviews, that a performance of this "Phood" stage play on VHS 
was sent to the casting people for Beakman's World, and since his chefs coat was 
similar to a laboratory coat, and he was giving facts in a humorous way. They decided 
to call him in for a audition. For the audition he accidentally spill some water while he 
was doing his demonstrations, and he adlibbed a scene where the water was similar to 
cologne or perfume, and dabbed it here and there, but continued his performance. He 
then mentions this is how he got the job of performing as Beakman.} Paul dressed in a 
similar chefs costume in the first episode of Beakman's World, Season 1, Episode 1 
{S1E01}. He gave the chef a French accent. Several episodes later Paul would 


recreate the chef character in S1E18 as Art Burn. This time with a Brooklyn accent, but 
he would say, and miss uses the French word 'Commode' {a 'convenient' cabinet, that 
held a portable toilet, and later simply toilet} to mean home. 

Paul explains that at one time "Chicken of the Sea" tuna was recalled from being sold 
in stores, because it was actually petfood that had been mislabeled. He then suggests 
trying another brand of tuna called "Sunkist", {but that is a name of a fruit company, and 
later a orange flavored soda}. But then he mentions that the alternative brand's tuna 
was also recalled, because it had gotten diesei fuel in it. He then gives the correct 
name of the second tuna company as StarKist, and thanks the audience for the 
correction. 

Then at 00:25 Paul then mentions by-products. He then talks about 'powdered beef 
plasma' which is sometimes used to replace eggs in recipes. He then mentions how 
this ingredient is listed on packages as "flavoring". 

At 01:30 Paul talks about types of candy. He shows gum with candy ants, called "Sand 
Hill Bubble Gum". He then shows candy in the shape of body arts such as the "Tumb 
Fun" flavored suckers {lollipops}, and "Pick 'n Chews Bubble Gum" a candy dispenser 
in the shape of a nose with snot booger {nasal mucus} shaped bails of gum. He then 
ends his mock lecture by saying he will see the viewers in the convention hall's 
hospitality suite, and "Let's feed the world". He walks off stage, then later removes the 
hat and returns on stage to give his bow. 

A second performance of his "Phood" performance begins at 02:46. This time Paul is 
talking about a food product that allows the preparer to shape food into various forms, 
with a product called "Formax" {Form+Maximum=Formax}. He tells how various foods 
can be shaped into looking like other things. Such as meat shaped to look like a steak. 
He encourages people to be creative with the textures and types of foods that the 
viewers can make. 

He then at 03:52 transitions to the topic of "Mendel's Haymish Brand" products. He 
shows advertisement saying what the product is not, and then says he is not sure what 
the product actually is. He then jokes about asking the company for recipes, and 
mentions "It's not Butter" {"I Can't Believe It's Not Butter" the name of a butter 
substitute}. 

Then at 04:26 Paul mentions chicken and egg production. He mentions the pest control 
product, Larvadex chicken feed, which is poison for flies. It passes through the 
chicken’s bodies, and comes out in their waste. So that flies will die, instead of living off 
the chicken's bodily waste. He then talks about a advertisement that he found, which 




wanted dead cattle, but didn't explain why they were needed. 

Next at 05:16 Paul talks about the "Food and Drug Administration" (FDA). And that this 
governmental organization has a report that lists why foods were being recalled. He 
then lists some products and why they were recalled. He then mentions that the list 
also contained things like catheters that might break. 

At 06:24 Paul talks about cheese, and points out the silliness of the product name 
"Easy Cheese". He then mentions food cholesterol, and that some people try to avoid 
egg yolks, while a baby food company created a food that was only the yolks. He then 
shows small meat foods in sticks, and Smurfs braded pasta, which he was surprised 
wasn't blue. He explains how they are "juicer hunks of Smurf", as if the child will be 
eating a actual creature named a "Smurf 1 . 

Then at 07:35 Paul compares a can of processed meat, with a can of cat food. He 
shows the packages, and the contents of each side by side. He then compares the 
ingredients of both products. 

The video comes full circle at 08:25 where we return to the point in Paul's performance, 
with him talking about tuna. This time he get's the StarKist name correct. He also 
completes the Elmer Fudd style phrase "Thumb Fun, is Tumb Fun", but this time he 
doesn't use the lisping voice, and says maybe next time he'll remove that joke. 

At 11:03 A woman puts cloth on puppet/mask heads. She talks about them being used 
by performers that will dance while wearing them. 

Next at 12:13 a man and two children begin prepare vegetables for eating. 

A guy is then seen at 12:26 sewing fabric that will go on the outside of walking stilts. 
While a woman tries to make a dress for a girl. 

At 14:54 food is continuing to be created. 

A woman at 15:12 trims bark from a stick. 

At 15:26 food preparation continues. This time with children mashing, and peeling 
vegetables. 

Next at 16:29 a woman, and two girls are seen painting. 

17:14 Rain on gravel. 




At 17:23 a guy, whom is also seen smoking, and with alcohol, is seen painting 
postcards. While another guy makes gold foil notes. They then talk about the "Cheap 
Art" style of production. A woman is seen making her own inspirational cards, with text 
quotes from romance novels. The painter guy then talks about a series of guy figures 
that he has created, they then all discuss censorship of female images in the media. 
The woman then talks about a art store she works at. Then there is a look inside the 
building that they are in. 

36:09 More rain, and people out in the rain. 

At 36:40 The store, museum, is then seen with various "cheap art" items for sale, {hand 
made, and low price art}, and puppet style figures. 

Next at 40:06 there is what looks like a cloth and paper gluing area, and a grinder 
being fixed. 

At 41:13 there is the cooking of the food on a outdoors stone fireplace. This is followed 
by footage of a child running in the water puddles. 

Lastly at 44:22 Paul Zaloom is seen once again, this time with two toy bunny's and a 
candle. Using them as puppets. The bunnies are depicted as Adam and Eve, while the 
candle is god {as a TV preacher} giving them a book, which shows the bunnies various 
ways they can make babies. Paul then shows how quickly the bunnies breed, by a box, 
and then a bag full of similar, smaller bunnies. The video ends at 46:46 with Paul 
mentioning the "Lincoln Savings and Loan", the rest of the video is just a blank, black 
screen.
